The unincorpo­ 
rated site is flanked by Dana Point 
apartments in Arlington Heights and 
by single-family houses in Mount 
Prospect. 
“ It would be a good idea if Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights held 
talks on what will happen there. No 
matter who gets it, it will have an 
effect on the other community,” Mrs. 
Schroeder said.

Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair­ 
man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelli^nce, who disclosed the pro­ 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti­ 
nized ~ even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus­ 
sia. 
Church charged the program •— 
codenamed “ HT Lingual” — violated 
both the Constitution and federal stat­ 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
“ far-flung” tampering with the liber­ 
ties of Americans. 
But James Angleion, a former CIA 
counterintelligence chief, testified be­ 
fore the Church committee that the 
mail-opening program was an “ in- 
di^nsable” espionage tool aimed 
primarily at gleaning inf(»ination 
from Soviet-bloc nations.

one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June, 1968, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No­ 
vember.

Two years later, Nixon approved — 
then revoked — a mail intercept pro­ 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al­ 
ready was in existence.

“Mr Nix on makes the claim of ex ­ 
ecutive privilege on his own behalf as 
a private citizen,” Smith ruled.

home telephone from 1969 to 1971.

CIA tagged with opening, 
photographing U.S. mail

years was authorized in 1952, began in 
1954 and continued through Feb. 15, 
1973. 
Angleton, who took over the pro­ 
gram in 1955, said he understood it 
was authorized by the CIA’s chief of 
clandestine services. He also said he 
knew all along that it was illegal. 
Charles Daly, Harvard’s vice presi­ 
dent for governmental affairs, said of 
the disclosures: “We are sickened by 
reports of this and other criminal ac­ 
tions taken by persons who are sup­ 
posed to be busy defending our rights 
instead of stealing them.” 
Coretta King commented: “Suspi­ 
cions over the years that the CIA was 
unlawfully introducing into domestic 
affairs and citizens’ privacy have been 
c o n f i r m e d . The important con­ 
sequence of these dastardly actions 
should be the establishment of a per­ 
manent, legally constituted body that 
will check this runaway agency from 
dragging us closer to a police state.” 
A spokesman for the Ford Founda­ 
tion said the mail interception came 
as “news to us, and we don’t feel we 
want to comment until the committee 
completes its investigation.” 
The Postal Service said in reply to 
an inquiry that mail openings are not 
legal for any purpose unless author­ 


ized by court order or search war­ 
rant. 
“We want to know why the mail of 
such groups as the Ford Foundation, 
Harvard University, and the Rockefel­ 
ler Foundations was regularly opened 
by the CIA,” Church said. 
Church said that evidence so far 
showed “the president did not know 
that the mail was being opened.” 
The chairman told witness James 
Angleton, former counter intelligence 
chief, the CIA had failed its responsi­ 
bility to the president by not inform­ 
ing him of the mail surveillance pro­ 
gram. 
Angleton said if Nixon had ever 
asked for a review of the intelligence 
system and procedures, he would 
have been told of the mail cover. 
“But that is exactly what he did 
do,” Church said. “The president 
wanted to be informed, he wanted the 
information, yet he was misinformed . 
. . What possible justification was 
there to misrepresent the matter to 
the commander-in-chief?” 
“I have no satisfactory answer,” 
Angleton replied. “I don’t believe there 
is one,” Church said. 
Angleton described the mail pro­ 
gram as “routine in nature” and as 
“an indispensible way of gaining in­ 
telligence on the Soviets who regard 
this country as their main enemy.”

Long-time education supporters in 
the Illinois General Assembly find 
themselves tom between their old loy­ 
alties and the state’s deteriorating fi­ 
nancial situation in the upcoming 
battle to override Gov. Daniel Walk­ 
er’s education vetoes. 
The fight shaping up when the legis­ 
lature goes back in session Oct. 22 
probably will see Chicago Democrats 
firmly favoring override, many Re­ 
publicans firmly opposed and a num­ 
ber of legislators in the middle, ac­ 
cording to many observers. 
Despite an assertion Wednesday by 
Gerald L. Sbarberò, a member of the 
Chicago Board of Education, that sup­ 
porters of the Chicago schools have 
already lined up nearly enough votes 
to override the vetoes, other observ­ 
ers say the outcome of the fight is far 
from certain. 
“ Right now it’s a pretty even p ro p o - 
sition (on the overrides),” Donald Es- 
lick, the Illinois Board of Education’s 
chief lobbyist said. ‘‘It could go either 
way.*’ 
W ALKER’S BUDGET cuts include 
an $81 million reduction veto in the 
state's general school aid formula, 
cuts in appropriations for special edu­ 
cation and a.veto of a bill to change 
the state school aid formula to aid a 
number of school districts. 
Much of the battle on the overrides 
is likely to focus on the school aid for­ 
mula appropriation, where an over­ 
ride will benefit all the state’s school 
districts. And it is on that override 
that some legislators who have long 
supported state education appropria­ 
tions express uncertainty.

LINDBERG HAS SAID the govei^ 
nor’s budget cuts in education, public 


aid and other areas do not go far 
enough in cutting state expenditures. 
He has also said the General Assem­ 
bly should not override the budget 
cuts without risking worsening the 
state’s financial situation. 
Mrs. Chapman, chairman of the 
House Human Resource Committee, 
said she is convinced that the state 
will need an additional $1(X) million to 
meet public aid obligations this fiscal 
year.

Referendums raise ethical queries

Referendum campaigns are made 
up of late-night meetings, hard work, 
gallons 
of 
civic-association 
coffee, 
tons of store-bought cookies and some 
sticky ethical questions. 
There are two groups of public offi­ 
cials who are dealing with these reali­ 
ties as Harper College and Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 head toward a Sat­ 
urday showdown with voters. 
The issues in the two referendums 
are different. Dist. 59 is broke and is 
trying to convince the public to raise 
taxes to get the district out of debt. 
Harper College is growing and is try­ 
ing to persuade the voters to agree to 
an expansion program. 


Despite the difference in the issues, 
however, the realities of the campaign 
are the same. Officials, board mem­ 
bers. administrators and citizen back­ 
ers have been out nearly every night 
for weeks talking to citizen groups 
and neighborhood coffees trying to ex­ 
plain the issues and answer the occa­ 
sional hostile questions. 
TH E ETH IC AL 
QUESTION 
con­ 
fronting public officials during a ref­ 
erendum campaign is the least talked 
about aspect of any referendum cam­ 
paign. The question can be phrased 
simply, though the answers are far

from obvious: How much campaign­ 
ing is appropriate when a govern­ 
mental body is trying to convince vot­ 
ers to spend more of the money that 
supports it?

question involved when teachers are 
asked to furnish names for lists or 
when lists of former college students 
are supplied for volunteers. 
Generally, the question is resolved 
in favor of using such practices, and 
there is little sign that anyone is ac­ 
tually hurt by it. Most officials run­ 
ning a referendum would draw the 
line at anything that looked like coer­ 
cion — forcing teachers to “ produce” 
yes voters, for example, or threaten­ 
ing other employes unless they work 
for the campaign. 
THOSE W ORKING for a referen­ 
dum are quick to point out that, while 
the law lim its what a public body can 
do to campaign for a referendum, 
there is no lim it on what opponents 
can do to urge defeat. 
Also, a high-profile campaign, even 
when it avoids ethical problems, can 
sometimes antagonize voters who are 
already hostile to the idea of a tax 
increase, thus causing more trouble 
for the public officials who want to 
see the referendum passed. 
Referendum campaigns, therefore, 
are not easy, and in many ways it’s a 
wonder there are so many, consid­ 
ering the disadvantages involved. But 
they w ill continue, and one thing w ill 
remain consistent. 
Whatever decisions officials make 
on the question of ethics, the voters 
w ill decide whether the officials are 
right or wrong.

When will ou r political leaders 
begin to take the u n cwn pr(« n is- 
in g steps n eeded to en d the soar­ 
in g han dgu n mu rder rate in this 
n ation ? 


Will it take a more competen t 
gu n wielder than either Ly n ette 
Fromme or Sara Jan e Moore to 
p ro d ou r Con gress to action ? Or 
will it requ ire the con tin u in g es­ 
calation of the slau ghter of or­ 
din ary American citizen s before 
ou r hesitan t leaders take firm 
steps to ou tlaw these easily con ­ 
cealed tools of death? 


Statistics tell a grim story . In 
the Un ited States there were 
10,340 mu rders by han dgu n s in 
1973, on e ev ery 48 min u tes. That 
was 53 per cen t of all slay in gs 
that y ear an d n early twice the 
n u mber as in 1967. 


In 1968, after the assassin a­ 
tion s of Dr. Martin Lu ther Kin g 
Jr. an d Robert F. Ken n edy , 
Con gress passed a law ban n in g 
mail order sales of weapon s an d 
the importation of cheap gu n s. 
Yet eight y ears an d cou n tless in ­ 
effectiv e state laws later, there 
are between 40 million an d 90 
million han dgu n s in this n ation . 
That figu re is growin g by 
million han dgu n s ev ery y ear. 


More an d more American s, in ­ 
clu din g police officers, oppose 
this proliferation . A Nov ember 
1974 Gallu p poll showed that 71 
per cen t of the person s it su r­ 
v ey ed thou ght all firearms, in ­ 
clu din g 
rifles 
an d 
shotgu n s, 
shou ld be registered. Top police 
officials hav e argu ed in fav or of 
con trols, for they see close u p 
the carn age created by fire­ 
arms. 


To man y American s, han d­ 
gu n s prov ide a psy chological se­ 
cu rity again st the n ation ’s soar­ 
in g crime rate. Bu t, as an y po­ 
lice official can tell y ou , too of­ 


ten these weapon s, pu rchased 
for protection , en d u p as in ­ 
stru men ts of death. In tu rn , this 
fu els the fears of more an d more 
American s. 


Opposition to han dgu n con trols 
is lou d an d well-organ ized. The 
more thou ghtfu l critics argu e 
that crimin als wou ld be the last 
to yield their arsen als to the au ­ 
thorities an d that han dgu n clu bs 
hav e a legitimate role in ou r 
society . Other, less ration al, 
critics v iew han dgu n possession 
as an almost sacred right which 
mu st ex ist withou t con trol or 
compromise. 


Despite the in flamed rhetoric 
of these han dgu n defen ders, 
gu n s DO kill people — far too 
man y people. A federal law ban ­ 
n in g the possession of han dgu n s, 
ex cept by legitimate gu n clu bs 
an d collectors, is a n ecessary 
step towards en din g this slau gh­ 
ter. 


Un til su ch a law is passed, ou r 
en tire political leadership, an d 
ev ery man an d woman in this 
cou n try , will con tin u e to liv e u n ­ 
der the shadow of the han dgu n . 
Un til we cu rb this men ace, n o 
sin gle citizen can av oid the re­ 
su ltin g fear which shou ld hav e 
n o place in ou r free an d demo­ 
cratic society .

As chairman of the Citizen s’ Lon g- 
Ran ge Plan n in g Committee for Har­ 
per College (197 2), I wou ld like to 
share with y ou my v iews an d the rea­ 
son s for my u n qu alified su pport for 
the Harper referen du m o n Satu rday , 
Sept. 27 . 
Abou t 10 y ears ago. Harper College 
district v oters placed their faith in the 
sou n d plan n in g of the Harper Board 
an d passed a $7 .5 million referen du m 
to establish a college on 200 acres of 
raw lan d. The v alidity 
o i this action 
has been v erified by the most objec­ 
tiv e test (rf all — time. 
Now, the v oters n eed to con sider an ­ 
other referen du m. Timin g is critical, 
an d passage is essen tial if Harper is 
to fin ish what it started in Its first 
decade an d mov e effectiv ely in to the 
secon d. 


AN EXAMPLE of the good plan n in g 
by the college is the open in g of the 
Willow Park Cen ter. The decision to 
open the cen ter this y ear in Wheelin g 
was two-fold: 1) to measu re the im­ 
mediacy of the deman d for in creased 
edu cation al offerin gs an d facilities, 
an d 2) to test the n eed for addition al 
facilities to serv e the growin g n orto- 
e astern portiwi of the college district 
which composes approx imately 50 per 
cen t of the popu lation . Althou gh on ly 
cou rses n ot requ irin g laboratories or 
other specialized equ ipmen t cou ld be 
offered in the ex ten sion cen ter, the re­ 
spon se of approx imately 2,000 stu - 
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den ts has demon strated to the board 
of tru stees the n eed an d su pport for 
an edu cation al facility in the eastern 
area of the district. 
The en rollmen t data really giv es the 
Harper Board n o choice. The Wheel- 
i n g / B u f f a l o 
Grov e 
Prospect 
Heights/North Arlin gton Heights area 
of the district n ow comprises abou t 35 
per cen t of the total Harper en roll­ 
men t. An ex ten sion cen ter is a tem­ 
porary solu tiix i, at best. The residen ts 
of Wheelin g, Bu ffalo Grov e, Pros­ 
pect Heights, Arlin gton Heights an d 
Mou n t Prospect hav e the same n eeds 
an d the same right to edu cation al ser­ 
v ices an d programs close to home as 
other areas of the district. In addition , 
an in creasin gly ov ercrowded situ ­ 
ation on the Palatin e campi^ will be 
reliev ed. The len gth of time that 
campu s bu ildin gs take from blu eprin t 
to occu pan cy is at least fiv e y ears. 


The v illage boards of Arlin gton 
Heights, Bu ffalo Grov e an d Wheelin g 
hav e passed resolu tion s su pportin g 
the referen du m, thereby goin g on 


record as realizin g the n eed for im­ 
mediate action to en su re that the 
eastern area of the district will be 
able to meet the edu cation al deman ds 
of a rapidly growin g popu lation . 
As with the Palatin e campu s, bu ild­ 
in g wou ld proceed in phases with the 
Illin ois Commu n ity College Board an d 
the Illin ois Board of Higher Edu cation 
mon itorin g all factors before com­ 
mittin g their 75 per cen t of the total 
cost. Fu rthermore, Harper C ollie 
has a recOTd of carefu l plan n in g 
which has been respon sible for the 
adaptability an d smooth operation of 
the college for its first 10 y ears. 
Harper mu st mov e ahead if it is to 
remain an edu cation al force of the 
caliber which the people of this area 
ex pect from their commu n ity college.

is

Lea ders 
must fa ce 
threa ts

It had been on ly a few hou rs ear­ 
lier. Sen . Charles H. Percy , siftin g 
coffee, mu sed abou t the “kooks an d 
n u ts” who presen t a threat to the 
liv es of all promin en t pu blic (rffici^. 
“It’s a fact of life y ou liv e with,” 
said Percy , echoin g the words of ev ­ 
ery presiden t in memory . 
Then , there it was again , on the 6 
o’clock n ews: the Presiden t crin gin g 
away from the sou n d of gu n fire, body ­ 
gu ards man han dlin g him in to his ar­ 
mored limou sin e, police an d Secret 
Serv ice agen ts div in g in to the crowd 
to wrestle with a wou n d-be assassin . 
For the secon d time in 17 day s, on e 
of the kooks an d n u ts had su rfaced. 
WHETHER THEY ev er con fron t 
them, most sen ators, gov ern ors an d 
other high-ran kin g officials are aware 
that the kooks are ou t there. 
Matter of factly , Percy told of two 
in ciden ts when he was warn ed of 
threats on his life. On ce he join ed for­ 
mer Gov . Richard Ogilv ie at a v aca­ 
tion cam i^ou n d in a n atiimal forest 
in the State of Washin gton . 
Su rprised to fin d the recreation 
area “ov erru n ” with state troopers, 
Percy in qu ired if the gov ern or alway s 
requ ired that mu ch secu rity . “They ’re 
for y ou ,” 
Ogilv ie in formed him. 
“They receiv ed a warn in g that y ou 
are to be killed.” 
When Percy ran again st Gov . Otto 
Kern er in 1964, Kern er called him on e 
day to ask that he can cel his c m - 
paign appearan ces. The state police, 
Kern er said, had in formation that 
there was a “con tract” ou t for Per­ 
cy ’s life an d his assassin ation was 
schedu led that day . 
“YOU DON’T KNOW what they 
thin k,” said Percy , “they ju st seem to 
wan t n otoriety .” 
That they receiv e the n otoriety they 
seek is on e thin g that Percy said he 
regrets in a situ ation abou t which 
little can be don e. “When that girl 
(Ly n ette Fromme) gets her pictu re on 
the cov er of Time an d Newsweek, y ou 
don ’t kn ow how man y kooks an d n u ts 
will wan t to emu late her.” 
There is, of cou rse, v alidity in tlmt 
statemen t. Bu t Percy ’s man n er in ­ 
dicated that he recogn izes that is on ly 
a part of the problem. Not all of them 
get the idea from the n ews media. 
“You ju st hav e to be terribly v igi­ 
lan t,” Percy shru gged. 
AND THEN, on the 10 o’clock n ews, 
there is the Presiden t, still api^arin g 
somewhat shaken , v owin g again that 
he will n ot be deterred from meetin g 
the people.

Handgun law 


need urgent 


When will our political leaders 
begin to take the uncompromis­ 
ing steps needed to end the soar­ 
ing handgun murder rate in this 
nation? 


Will it take a more competent 
gunwielder than either Lynette 
Fromme or Sara Jane Moore to 
prod our Congress to action? Or 
will it require the continuing es­ 
calation of the slaughter of or­ 
dinary American citizens before 
our hesitant leaders take firm 
steps to outlaw these easily con­ 
cealed tools of death? 


Statistics tell a grim story. In 
the United States there were 
10,340 murders by handguns in 
1973, one every 48 minutes. That 
was 53 per cent of all slayings 
that year and nearly twice the 
number as in 1967. 


In 1968, after the assassina­ 
tions of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. and Robert F. Kennedy, 
Congress passed a law banning 
mail order sales of weapons and 
the importation of cheap guns. 
Yet eight years and countless in­ 
effective state laws later, there 
are between 40 million and 90 
million handguns in this nation. 
That figure is growing by IV* 
million handguns every year. 


More and more Americans, in­ 
cluding police officers, oppose 
this proliferation. A November 
1974 Gallup poll showed that 71 
per cent of the persons it sur­ 
veyed thought all firearms, in­ 
cluding 
rifles 
and 
shotguns, 
should be registered. Top police 
officials have argued in favor of 
controls, for they see close up 
the carnage created by fire­ 
arms. 


To many Americans, hand­ 
guns provide a psychological se­ 
curity against the nation’s soar­ 
ing crime rate.

You're expendable! 
Woods: Harper vote needed 


As chairman of the Citizens’ Long- 
Range Planning Committee for Har­ 
per College (1972), I would like to 
share with you my views and the rea­ 
sons for my unqualified support for 
the Harper referendum on Saturday, 
Sept. 27. 
About IO years ago, Harper College 
district voters placed their faith in the 
sound planning of the Harper Board 
and passed a $7.5 million referendum 
to establish a college on 200 acres of 
raw land. The validity of this action 
has been verified by the most objec­ 
tive test of all — time. 
Now, the voters need to consider an­ 
other referendum. Timing is critical, 
and passage is essential if Harper is 
to finish what it started in its first 
decade and move effectively into the 
second. 


AN EXAMPLE of the good planning 
by the college is the opening of the 
Willow Park Center. The decision to 
open the center this year in Wheeling 
was two-fold: I) to measure the im­ 
mediacy of the demand for increased 
educational offerings and facilities, 
and 2) to test the need for additional 
facilities to serve the growing north­ 
eastern portion of the college district 
which composes approximately 50 per 
cent of the population. Although only 
courses not requiring laboratories or 
other specialized equipment could be 
offered in the extension center, the re­ 
sponse of approximately 2,000 stu-

dents has demonstrated to the board 
of trustees the need and support for 
an educational facility in the eastern 
area of the district. 
The enrollment data really gives the 
Harper Board no choice. The Wheel- 
i n g / B u f f a l o 
Grove 
Prospect 
Heights/North Arlington Heights area 
of the district now comprises about 35 
per cent of the total Harper enroll­ 
ment. An extension center is a tem­ 
porary solution, at best. The residents 
of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Pros­ 
pect Heights, Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect have the same needs 
and the same right to educational ser­ 
vices and programs close to home as 
other areas of the district. In addition, 
an increasingly overcrowded situ­ 
ation on the Palatine campus will be 
relieved. The length of time that 
campus buildings take from blueprint 
to occupancy is at least five years. 


The village boards of Arlington 
Heights, Buffalo Grove and Wheeling 
have passed resolutions supporting 
the referendum, thereby going on 


record as realizing the need for im­ 
mediate action to ensure that the 
eastern area of the district will be 
able to meet the educational demands 
of a rapidly growing population. 
As with the Palatine campus, build­ 
ing would proceed in phases with the 
Illinois Community College Board and 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education 
monitoring all factors before com­ 
mitting their 75 per cent of the total 
cost. Furthermore, Harper College 
has a record of careful planning 
which has been responsible for the 
adaptability and smooth operation of 
the college for its first IO years. 
Harper must move ahead if it is to 
remain an educational force of the 
caliber which the people of this area 
expect from their community college. 
The 
present 
Palatine 
campus 
is 
bursting at the seams and is still with­ 
out a physical education facility and 
badly needed classrooms and labora­ 
tories, as well as an area for teaching 
dramatic arts. Areas of the college 
never designed for classroom use 
have been pressed into service. 
Passage of the Saturday, Sept. 27, 
referendum is essential. The mainte­ 
nance of Harper’s high* educational 
standards and its leadership in the 
community is achievable at a min­ 
imal cost. 
I strongly urge my fellow citizens to 
vote “yes” on Saturday, Sept. 27.

Need for second campus planning cited 


In reply to your Sept. 17 editorial 
opinion opposing Harper’s referen­ 
dum, three of your statements need 
clarification.

As to the faculty, 
you might ask them how much they 
travel right now, to our many exten­ 
sion centers. 
Secondly, I agree that “projecting 
future habits of people is an uncertain 
thing.” That’s why some of us on the 
board wanted greater substantiation 
of need before agreeing to commit 
funds to build at the second site. Thus 
we have $2.8 million with a stipulation 
that those bonds not be sold before 
1977. If there is no need for building 
at that time, the bonds simply will not 
be issued. 
If, on the other hand the need is 
proved, we don’t have to come back 
in a couple of years asking for more 
money in another referendum. That 
raises a third point. 


A REFERENDUM costs well over 
$10,000 just for the machinery — poll­ 
ing places, judges, ballots, etc. None 
of us wants to go through that cost 
(and all the work) again in just a 
couple of years. You encourage your 
readers to defeat the referendum in 
the hope that “Harper’s board will

Except for dire family finan­ 
cial problems or work-study pro­ 
grams, few if any benefits are derived 
by a 16 or 17-year-old student leaving 
school early in the day to work at a 
part-time job, a job to which the par­ 
ents must often provide round-trip 
transportation. 
We are told by urbanologists and so­ 


ciologists that the future will offer 
even more leisure time to our young 
people than we enjoy today. Would 
not the student derive greater benefits 
preparing for that leisure time and in­ 
creasing world involvement by taking 
more classwork in art, music, drama, 
or language than by adding a few 
more years to his skill at punching a 
time clock?

Leaders 
must face 
threats

It had been only a few hours ear­ 
lier. Sen. Charles H. Percy, sipping 
coffee, mused about the “kooks and 
nuts” who present a threat to the 
lives of all prominent public officials. 
“It’s a fact of life you live with,” 
said Percy, echoing the words of ev­ 
ery president in memory. 
Then, there it was again, on the 6 
o’clock news: the President cringing 
away from the sound of gunfire, body­ 
guards manhandling him into his ar­ 
mored limousine, police and Secret 
Service agents diving into the crowd 
to wrestle with a wound-be assassin. 
For the second time in 17 days, one 
of the kooks and nuts had surfaced. 
WHETHER THEY ever confront 
them, most senators, governors and 
other high-ranking officials are aware 
that the kooks are out there. 
Matter of factly, Percy told of two 
incidents when he was warned of 
threats on his life. Once he joined for­ 
mer Gov. Richard Ogilvie at a vaca­ 
tion campground in a national forest 
in the State of Washington. 
Surprised to find the recreation 
area “overrun” with state troopers, 
Percy inquired if the governor always 
required that much security. “They’re 
for 
you,” 
Ogilvie informed him. 
“They received a warning that you 
are to be killed.” 
When Percy ran against Gov. Otto 
Kerner in 1964, Kemer called him one 
day to ask that he cancel his cam­ 
paign appearances. The state police, 
Kerner said, had information that 
there was a “contract” out for Per­ 
cy’s life and his assassination was 
scheduled that day. 
“YOU DON’T KNOW what they 
think,” said Percy, “they just seem to 
want notoriety.” 
That they receive the notoriety they 
seek is one thing that Percy said he 
regrets in a situation about which 
little can be done. “When that girl 
(Lynette Fromme) gets her picture on 
the cover of Time and Newsweek, you 
don’t know how many koGfcs and nuts 
will want to emulate her.” 
There is, of course, validity in that 
statement. But Percy’s manner in­ 
dicated that he recognizes that is only 
a part of the problem. Not all of them 
get the idea from the news media. 
“You just have to be terribly vigi­ 
lant,” Percy shrugged. 
AND THEN, on the IO o’clock news, 
there is the President, still appearing 
somewhat shaken, vowing again that 
he will not be deterred from meeting 
the people. He will continue to go 
where they are. 
So will the kooks and nuts.

MONTREAL, Sept. 25 — Ethan Al­ 
len’s unauthorized move to take Mon­ 
treal failed disastrously.

Con­ 
fronted with a force of 40 British regu­ 
lars with Canadian and Indian help, 
the hero of Ticonderoga surrendered 
and was confined in irons aboard a 
British warship. 
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(Followin g is a letter from the p res­ 
id en t of the School Dist. 59 Board in 
respon se to a letter in the Fen cepost 
from Harold Harv ey , a former presi­ 
den t of the board): 
You r letter addressed to The Herald 
in dicates that y ou hav e in deed been 
away from Dist. 59 for a lon g time. I 
wou ld like to set the record straight, 
n ot on ly for y ou r ben efit, Mr. Harv ey , 
bu t for the readers who might hav e 
been misgu ided by some of the state­ 
men ts con tain ed in y ou r letter to the 
press. 
First of all, y ou characterize ou r 
school board’s requ est for approv al of 
an in crease in the edu cation al fu n d as 
“Irrespoisible an d withou t merit.” 
While y ou were a member an d presi­ 
den t of this school board, the district 
decided to go to the v oters twire for 
su ch approv al. Were tlKise decisiMis 
“irrespon sible an d with<Hit merit?” If 
n ot, what made them differen t? You 
kn ow, Mr. Harv ey , as well as I, that 
the fact that the v oters tu rn ed down 
the board on both of those occasion s 
mean t that ou r school district simply 
wen t moo heav ily in to debt. TTje pre­ 
sen t board of edu cation doesn ’t con ­ 
sider that healthy . We do realise there 
was n o other dwice. 
th e BOARD’S DECISION to ap­ 
peal to the v oters this time is n ot 
capriciou s. It is predicated on the fact 
that the n ew state equ alizer formu la 
requ ires u s to raise ou r tax rate in 
order to receiv e the fair share of state 
aid du e u s. Non e of the su rrou n din g 
schod districts has this problem sin ce 
they raised their tax rates su fficien tly 
h i^ y ears ago. Dist. 59’s tax rate 
has, for man y y ears, been the v ery 
low ^ compared to 16 su rrou n din g 
elemen tary school districts. We’v e al­ 
way s been prou d an d happy abou t 
that fact; n ow it has tu rn ed in to a 
liability for the tax pay ers here be­ 
cau se thdr state tax es for edu cation 
are goin g to other school districts, n ot 
to Dist. 59. Ev en ou r most watchfu l 
an d in formed critics, like the mem­ 
bers of the press an d Mr. Stecker, 
recogn ize this fact an d hav e recom- 
^ men ded that we take this respon sible 
step of in creasin g tax es in accordan ce 
with state law. The on ly qu estion re­ 
main in g is why we are goin g bey on d 
the 15 c« it in crease. The reason is 
that former admin istration s hav e 
plu n ged ou r district in to v ery heav y 
debt. The in terest pay men ts on this 
debt en rich on ly the ban kers 
bu t 
they do n othin g for the edu cation of 
ou r children . The board is stron gly 
committed to « *asin g this debt an d 
riddin g the tax pay ers of the bu rden of 


large in terest pay men ts. 
You talk abou t makin g cu tbacks in 
the “frin ge program.” Mr. Harv ey , 
sin ce y ou r children left Di^. 
59 an d 
sin ce y ou ’v e left office here, ou r 
edu cation al program has eroded slow­ 
ly in man y way s. We hav e n o “frin ge 
programs,” we hav e on ly those p ^ 
grams which we feel are worthwhile 
edu cation al ex perien ces for ou r chil­ 
dren . We hav e n o “lu x u ry programs,” 
we hav e n o “ex perimen tal pro­ 
grams.” We are n ot the “big spen ­ 
ders” of the area. In fact, compared 
to the same 16 n earby su bu rban ele­ 
men tary school districts, we are 12th 
from the top in edu cation al ex ­ 
pen ditu res, n ot n ear the top where we 
on ce were. We hav e on ly the min ­ 
imu m requ iremen ts (rf the state in 
phy sical edu cation , art an d mu sic. We 
hav e good programs in readin g, math, 
social stu dies an d scien ce; an d we are 
makin g ou r greatest effort in the 
areas of improv in g these basic stu dies 
so that ou r Dist. 59 children will com­ 
pare fav orably with children from 
other districts v dien they go on to fu r­ 
ther their edu cation . This board of 
edu cation wou ld be derelict in its 
du ties Mr. Harv ey , if we permitted 
fu rther shrin kage in the basic 3R pro­ 
gram, which is what y ou r recommen ­ 
dation to the v oters su ggests. 
When y ou criticize Dr. Bardwell for 
his decen tralized form of admin is­ 
tration , y ou shou ld realize that y ou 
are con tradictin g y ou rself. Dr. Bard- 
well’s form of admin istration re­ 
du ces the cen tral office ex pen ditu res 
which do n ot directly ben efit the chil­ 
dren in ou r schools. The cen traUzed 
form of admin istration which we had, 
an d which y ou seem to fav or, created 
th e l a r g e s t admin istrativ e ex ­ 
pen ditu res that this district has ev er 
kn own ; the largest con tract obliga­ 
tion s for this school district; the 
greatest en cu mbran ce of debt in ou r 
school district’s history ; an d an ex ­ 
pen siv e bu reau cracy which is n ot n ec­ 
essary to prov ide a qu ality edu cation 
for ou r children . This is n ot opin ion , 
Mr. Harv ey , this is prov able fact, — 
an d y ou are warmly in v ited to look at 
the record for y ou rself. 
THE EIGHT PER CENT wage in ­ 
crea se to ou r teachers is n ot u n rea^- 
tic. It is perhaps on e of the lowest 
con tract settlemen ts of an y su rrou n d­ 
in g school district. It wou ld hav e been 
n ice if teachers had agreed to n o sala­ 
ry in crease at all — bu t that’s n ot 
realistic. CKir hav in g deman ded su ch 
a con dition wou ld simply hav e mean t 
that ou r children wou ld n ot hav e re­ 
tu rn ed to school — their teachers 


wou ld hav e been ou t on strike. We 
didn ’t v i^an t that; the paren ts hav e 
told u s they didn ’t wan t that; the 
teachers didn ’t wan t that. It requ ired 
reason able u n derstan din g on both 
sides to reach an equ itable settle­ 
men t. We feel that was accomplish^ 
more su ccessfu lly this y ear than in 
the past three y ears. 
What y ou referred to as a “low- 
key ” referen du m is the resu lt of y ou r 
u n familiarity with Dist. 59’s activ ities. 
Last su mmer, in a mailin g to 6,726 
families, we in dicated that the board 
was con templatin g holdin g a refeien - 
du m this fall. Fou r n ewspapers, with 
wide cov erage in this area, hav e been 
reportin g all abou t ou r referen du m in 
n ews articles, editorials an d letters 
su ch as y ou rs. At least 50 meetin gs 
are bein g held in 23 differen t loca­ 
tion s, at which facts con cern in g the 
referen du m are bein g shared. The 
School Commu n ity Cou n cil has open ^ 
u p the town ship hall, Sept. 17, an d is­ 
su ed in v itation s to the en tire tax - 
pay in g body , in clu din g represen ta­ 
tiv es of the in du strial park, to hear 
the facts, the pros an d con s con ­ 
cern in g the referen du m an d to raise 
ev ery possible qu estion on an y body ’s 
min d. Ou r Dist. 59 Au tophon e gav e a 
48-hou r con tin u in s an n ou n cemen t of 
the meetin g. 
The n ex t issu e of The Fifty - 
Nin er, ou r district’s n ewsletter to 
approx imately 6,720 families, will 
be almost en tirely dev oted to the facts 
con cern in g the referen du m in accor­ 
dan ce with ou r obligation to in formthe 
pu blic. Twen ty -on e n ewsletters to par­ 
en ts, sen t by 21 prin cipals, will men ­ 
tion some u n derly in g facts of the ref­ 
eren du m an d call atten tion to v otin g 
times an d places. Mr. Harv ey , this 
cou ld hardly be characterized as low- 


key ! On the other han d, if y ou legiti­ 
mately qu estion why we hav en ’t don e 
more to in form all the tax pay ers, the 
an swer is threefold; on e of the pre­ 
v iou sly made bu d^t cu ts (in y ou r 
term in office) elimin ated the dis­ 
tribu tion of school n ews to the whole 
tax pay in g body of Dist. 59 an d pro­ 
v ided for it to be sen t to paren ts on ly . 
Secon dly , we are n ot, as y ou kn ow, 
legaUy permitted to spen d school 
fu n ds to “merchan dise” ou r story ; 
therefore we are n ot ex pen din g an y 
addition al mon ies for prin tin g, mail­ 
in g, slide presen tation s or an y other 
“sellin g” accessories. An d thirdly , we 
feel the abov e-described “campaign ” 
is adequ ate, an d en tirely within the 
strict limits of the law. 
It’s good to be back in tou ch with 
y ou again , Mr. Harv ey . Ev en thou gh 
y ou ’re n ot a Dist. 59 paren t, we hope 
y ou ’ll join u s, as a tax pay er 
and a 
bu sin essman in Dist. 59, in helpin g to 
prov ide a good edu cation for all the 
children in Dist. 59, which y ou said is 
a con tin u in g n eed.

(Following is a letter from the pres­ 
ident of the School Dist. 59 Board in 
response to a letter in the Fencepost 
from Harold Harvey, a former presi­ 
dent of the board): 
Your letter addressed to The Herald 
indicates that you have indeed been 
away from Dist. 59 for a long time. I 
would like to set the record straight, 
not only for your benefit, Mr. Harvey, 
but for the readers who might have 
been misguided by some of the state­ 
ments contained in your letter to the 
press. 
First of all, you characterize our 
school board’s request for approval of 
an increase in the educational fund as 
“Irresponsible and without merit.” 
While you were a member and presi­ 
dent of this school board, the district 
decided to go to the voters twice for 
such approval. Were those decisions 
“irresponsible and without merit?” If 
not, what made them different? You 
know, Mr. Harvey, as well as I, that 
the fact that the voters turned down 
the board on both of those occasions 
meant that our school district simply 
went more heavily into debt. The pre­ 
sent board of education doesn’t con­ 
sider that healthy. We do realize there 
was no other choice. 
THE BOARD’S DECISION to ap­ 
peal to the voters this time is not 
capricious. It is predicated on the fact 
that the new state equalizer formula 
requires us to raise our tax rate in 
order to receive the fair share of state 
aid due us. None of the surrounding 
school districts has this problem since 
they raised their tax rates sufficiently 
high years ago. Dist. 59’s tax rate 
has, for many years, been the very 
lowest compared to 16 surrounding 
elementary school districts. We’ve al­ 
ways been proud and happy about 
that fact; now it has turned into a 
liability for the taxpayers here be­ 
cause their state taxes for education 
are going to other school districts, not 
to Dist. 59. Even our most watchful 
and informed critics, like the mem­ 
bers of the press and Mr. Stecker, 
recognize this fact and have recom­ 
mended that we take this responsible 
step of increasing taxes in accordance 
with state law. The only question re­ 
maining is why we are going beyond 
the 15 cent increase. The reason is 
that 
former 
administrations 
have 
plunged our district into very heavy 
debt. The interest payments on this 
debt enrich only the bankers — but 
they do nothing for the education of 
our children. The board is strongly 
committed to erasing this debt and 
ridding the taxpayers (rf the burden of 


large interest payments. 
You talk about making cutbacks in 
the “fringe program.” Mr. Harvey, 
since your children left Dist. 59 and 
since you’ve left office here, our 
educational program has eroded slow­ 
ly in many ways. We have no “fringe 
programs,” we have only those pro­ 
grams which we feel are worthwhile 
educational experiences for our chil­ 
dren. We have no “luxury programs,” 
we 
have 
no 
“experimental 
pro­ 
grams.” We are not the “big spen­ 
ders” of the area. In fact, compared 
to the same 16 nearby suburban ele­ 
mentary school districts, we are 12th 
from the top in educational ex­ 
penditures, not near the top where we 
once were. We have only the min­ 
imum requirements of the state in 
physical education, art and music. We 
have good programs in reading, math, 
social studies and science; and we are 
making our greatest effort in the 
areas of improving these basic studies 
so that our Dist. 59 children will com­ 
pare favorably with children from 
other districts when they go on to fur­ 
ther their education. This board of 
education would be derelict in its 
duties Mr. Harvey, if we permitted 
further shrinkage in the basic 3R pro­ 
gram, which is what your recommen­ 
dation to the voters suggests. 
When you criticize Dr. Bardwell for 
his decentralized form of adminis­ 
tration, you should realize that you 
are contradicting yourself. Dr. Bard­ 
well’s form of administration re­ 
duces the central office expenditures 
which do not directly benefit the chil­ 
dren in our schools. The centralized 
form of administration which we had, 
and which you seem to favor, created 
t h e l a r g e s t administrative ex­ 
penditures that this district has ever 
known; the largest contract obliga­ 
tions for this school district; the 
greatest encumbrance of debt in our 
school district’s history; and an ex­ 
pensive bureaucracy which is not nec­ 
essary to provide a quality education 
for our children. This is not opinion, 
Mr. Harvey, this is provable fact, — 
and you are warmly invited to look at 
the record for yourself. 
THE EIGHT PER CENT wage in­ 
crease to our teachers is not unrealis­ 
tic. It is perhaps one of the lowest 
contract settlements of any surround­ 
ing school district. It would have been 
nice if teachers had agreed to no sala­ 
ry increase at all — but that’s not 
realistic. Our having demanded such 
a condition would simply have meant 
that our children would not have re­ 
turned to school — their teachers

And thirdly, we 
feel the above-described “campaign” 
is adequate, and entirely within the 
strict limits of the law. 
It’s good to be back in touch with 
you again, Mr. Harvey. Even though 
you’re not a Dist. 59 parent, we hope 
you’ll join us, as a taxpayer and a 
businessman in Dist. 59, in helping to 
provide a good education for all the 
children in Dist. 59, which you said is 
a continuing need.

Relax 
Mind co ntro l. . . 
a nd yo g a tennis 


by CHARLIE DICKINSON 


Befo re y o u read this I want y o u to 
do a little ex ercise. Take 10 v ery deep 
breaths and co unt each o ne as y o u ex ­ 
hale, co ncentrating o n y o ur breathing 
and try ing to get a feel fo r what y o ur 
bo dy is do ing. 


Then, o n the last breath, ex hale in 
sho rt bursts like a lo co mo tiv e. Repeat 
this breathing three times, fmaUy 
ho lding the last breath fo r sev eral 
seco nds befo re ex haling slo wly . 


Yo u hav e just perfo rmed the y o ga 
ex ercise called the Breath o f Fire and 
if y o u were plajing tennis chan<^ 
are the ball wo uld begin to lo o k big­ 
ger and mo v e mo re slo wly . Yo ur co n­ 
centratio n wo uld be at a peak and y o u 
co uld lo ck all y o ur senses o nto that 
green ball and watch its seams spin 
right up to the mo ment y o u smash it 
back o ff y o ur racket. 


Rick Champkm Is co o ccmed with 
tcno is and he feels the best tennb is 
play ed by tho se peo ple who do n’t let 
their minds interfere in their game. 


Champio n, the autho r o f “ Yo ga Ten­ 
nis” and a walking adv ertisement fo r 
the relax ing effects y o ga ex ercises 
can hav e o n y o ur tennis game as well 
as y o ur entire life, say s, “ Tlie av er­ 
age tennis play er lets his mind get in 
the way o f hitting a sho t. He thinks 
to o much abo ut what he sho uld be 


do ing and do esn’t, let the sho t flo w. 


“ That fo rehand has already been hit 
in a sense and all it takes fo r him to 
squeeze o ff a perfect sho t is to let that 
perfect fo rehand flo w o ut fro m his 
bo dy witho ut try ing to co nceptualize 
ev ery part o f it.” 


The Breath o f Fire is just o ne o f the 
breathing ex ercises Chainpio n demo n­ 
strated at a clinic held o v er the week­ 
end at the Right Tennis Ciub m 
Schaumburg. If y o u tried it, ev en if 
y o u’re no t a tennis play er, y o u wo uld 
hav e felt mo re relax ed, at peace with 
y o urself. 


“ That is what y o u hav e to achiev e 
to play co nsistently go o d tennis o r to 
perfo rm any o ther human mo v ement 
with ease and grace,” Champio n said. 
“ Find the po int o f relax atio n and let 
ev ery mo v ement radiate o ut fro m 
that po int. 


“ Beco me an o bserv er o f y o ur o wn 
bo dy and let the bo dy do it fo r y o u. 


“ Beco me aware o f the rhy thm o f 
y o ur breathing. Play the game to that 
rhy thm, let y o ur bo dy mo v e in its 
mo st natural manner. 


“ It will mean the difference be­ 
tween lo o king like Bjo m Bo rg o r the 
Tin Man.” 


Champio n is a firm believ er in the 
po wer o f the human phy sique. With 


his wife Max ine and small so n he 
flo ws acro ss the co untry in a camper 
fro m their base in Arizo na, rev ealing 
to pwple a po tential o f the human 
bo dy they nev er felt po ssible. 


Champio n addressed a wo man o f 
slight build to ho ld her arm o ut in 
fro nt o f her and to watch fo r ho w 
much strength it to o k to keep him 
fro m bending it at the elbo w- She gri­ 
maced and strained but Champio n 
had no tro uble. 


“ 
No w remember ho w much 
strength y o u had to apply to ho ld it 
ev en that kmg,” Champio n said, “ but 
this time pick a po int o ut o n the wall 
bey o ne y o ur hand and co ncentrate o n 
it. Do n’t pay any attentio n to me o r 
y o ur arm.” 


Champio n was unable to bend the 
wo man’s arm. After a mo ment he 
was the o ne straining and grimacing. 


“ What she was do ing is a perfect 
ex ample o f what y o ga tennis tries to 
acco mplish,” he said. “ She had trans­ 
ferred her thinking pro cess o ut o f her 
bo dy to a po int away fro m her. She 
didn’t need nearly as much strength 
to keep me fro m bending her arm. A 
relax ed muscle is much stro nger than 
a tense o ne. 


“ The co ncept fo llo ws that if y o u can 
transfer y o ur anx iety abo ut a particu­ 
lar sho t away fro m y o u into a co ncen- 


tratio n o n the ball, the sho t will fo llo w 
smo o thly o n its o wn with a minimum 
o f effo rt.” 


Champio n instructs his students to 
lo o k at a tennis ball and tell him what 
they see. It is ro und and green. On 
so me is written Wilso n B. It has 
seams. The seams run fo rev er. 


“ Yo ga 
is 
a 
Hindu 
wo rd 
fo r 
‘unio n,’ ” Champio n ex plains. “ It is a 
unio n, a y o lking o f so rts, with 1^ in­ 
finite. A harmo ny o f bo dy and mind. 


“ The tennis ball is a v ery go o d re­ 
minder o f this unnio n with the in­ 
finite. If y o u ho ld the ball a certain 
way y o u can see the Tao sy mbo l. It 
lo o ks like two dro ps o f water fused 
aro und each o ther and is a sy mbo l o f 
the univ erse in the Orient. Yin-y ang. 
Go o d and bad. Ev ery thing.” 


Understanding o ur univ erse, and 
mo st impo rtantly finding the center o f 
o ur perso nal univ erse, is Champio n’s 
ultimate go al. Mtho ut kno wing the 
center o f his univ erse. Champio n 
wo uld be helpless try ing to teach any ­ 
o ne ho w to play y o ga tennis o r find 
their center. 


“ Ev ery o ne has a center o r o ne-po int 
where ev ery thing is In perfect bal­ 
ance,” Champio n ex plains. “ When 
y o u co u^, try to feel the v ery first 
place the co u^ starts fro m. Fo r mo st 
peo ple it is just belo w their nav el. 


“ That is their o ne-po int. Their cen­ 
ter o f phy sical balance.” 


Champio n and To lly Riaz, a fo rmer 
member o f the Pakistani Dav is Cup 
team and the instructo r who will co nr 
tinue the y o ga tennis clinics each Sun­ 
day , co nduct an ex periment in bal­ 
ance. 


“ By standing with my feet slightly 
spread,” Champio n said, “ and with 
all my co ncentratio n centered o n my 
nne-po int. To lly can’t push me o v er. 


“ Balance is o ne o f the key s to 
mo v ement. If y o u can play o ne-po mt- 
ed, with all the mo v ements radiating 
o ut fro m the center, y o ur game, y o ur 
mind and y o ur bo dy will be at peace. 


“ And that peace will sho w in the 
way y o u play .”

Before you read this I want you to 
do a little exercise. Take IO very deep 
breaths and count each one as you ex­ 
hale, concentrating on your breathing 
and trying to get a feel for what your 
body is doing.

Mind control. 


Champion, the author of “Yoga Ten­ 
nis” and a walking advertisement for 
the relaxing effects yoga exercises 
can have on your tennis game as well 
as your entire life, says, “The aver­ 
age tennis player lets his mind get in 
the way of hitting a shot. He thinks 
too much about what he should be 


doing and doesn’t let the shot flow. 


“That forehand has already been hit 
in a sense and all it takes for nim to 
squeeze off a perfect shot is to let that 
perfect forehand flow out from his 
body without trying to conceptualize 
every part of it.” 


The Breath of Fire is just one of the 
breathing exercises Champion demon­ 
strated at a clinic held over the week­ 
end at the Right Tennis Club in 
Schaumburg. If you tried it, even if 
you’re not a tennis player, you would 
have felt more relaxed, at peace with 
yourself. 


“That is what you have to achieve 
to play consistently good tennis or to 
perform any other human movement 
with ease and grace,” Champion said. 
“Find the point of relaxation and let 
every movement radiate out from 
that point. 


“Become an observer of your own 
body and let the body do it for you. 


“Become aware of the rhythm of 
your breathing. Play the game to that 
rhythm, let your body move in its 
most natural manner. 


“It will mean the difference be­ 
tween looking like Bjorn Borg or the 
Tin Man.” 


Champion is a firm believer in the 
power of the human physique. With

movement. If you can play one-point­ 
ed, with all the movements radiating 
out from the center, your game, your 
mind and your body will be at peace. 


“And that peace will show in the 
way you play.”

“Here’s the receiver we need right 
here,” shouted a fan near the Bears’ 
dressing room Sunday.

Champion instructs his students to 
look at a tennis ball and tell him what 
they see. It is round and green. On 
some is written Wilson B. It has 
seams.

‘union,’ ” Champion explains. “It is a 
union, a yolking of sorts, with the in­ 
finite. A harmony of body and mind. 


“The tennis ball is a very good re­ 
minder of this minion with the in­ 
finite. If you hold the ball a certain 
way you can see the Tao symbol. It 
looks like two drops of water fused 
around each other and is a symbol of 
the universe in the Orient. Yin-yang. 
Good and bad. Everything.” 


Understanding our universe, and 
most importantly finding the center of 
our personal universe, is Champion’s 
ultimate goal. Without knowing the 
center of his universe, Champion 
would be helpless trying to teach any­ 
one how to play yoga tennis or find 
their center. 


“Everyone has a center or one-point 
where everything is in perfect bal­ 
ance,” Champion explains. “When 
you cough, try to feel the very first 
place the cough starts from.

Tom Seaver lost his fifth serious bid for a no-hitter with 
two out in the ninth inning Wednesday and the Chicago Cubs 
went on two win a 1-0 game in the bottom of the lith inning when 
relief pitcher Skip Lockwood walked Bill Madlock with the bases 
loaded. 
Seaver, who had a perfect game until Don Kessinger led off the 
seventh inning with a walk, gave up his first hit when Rookie Joe 
Wallis looped an 0-2 pitch to right field with two out in the ninth. 
It was the third time in Seaver’s career that he went into the 
ninth inning working on a no-hitter without achieving success. He 
has four one-hitters to his credit. 
Lockwood gave up a leadoff single to Rick Monday in the lith 
and Wallis walked on a 3-2 count. After Jose Cardenal sacrificed, 
Andy Thornton was passed intentionally to fill the bases. Madlock, 
who had not played since Sept. 9 when a Bruce Rison pitch frac­ 
tured his right thumb, walked on a 3-1 pitch to end the Cubs’ five- 
game losing streak. Reliever Ken Crosby pitched the last inning 
and was credited with the victory. 
With one out in the 10th, Seaver gave up his second hit when 
Manny Trillo singled to left. George Mitterwald doubled to center 
and Trillo, who was waved home, was easily thrown out at the 
plate. 
Seaver threw just 54 pitches through the first six innings in retir­ 
ing 18 straight batters. The closest the Cubs came to getting a hit 
was when Rick Reuschel hit a deep drive to left center in the third 
inning and Mike Vail caught up with it just in front of the wall on 
an over the shoulder grab. 
The Mets first hit off Reuschel came with two out in the fourth 
when Rusty Staub singled to right. On the first pitch, Dave King­ 
man doubled to left, but Staub was cut down at the plate on a 
perfect throw from Jose Cardenal to Mitterwald. Seaver had a per­ 
fect game going against the Cubs with one out to go in the ninth at 
Shea Stadium on July 9, 1969, when outfielder Jimmy Qualles 
dropped a pop fly single into left field for the Cubs only hit of the 
game.

Pu lling u p corp orate stakes and head ing for su bu rbia 
can giv e an ex ecu tiv e gray hair, said Gerald Howard , 
p resid ent of Ex hibitgrou p Chicago, Elk Grov e ViUage. 
Howard knows. He is among area ex ecu tiv es who’v e 
led a comp any mov e from Chicago to tte su bu rbs. His 
ad v ice to fellow mov ers, along with the comment of 
relocation ex p erts, is basically , simp le: p lan ahead . 
Howard said he started p lanning the Ex hibitgrou p 
mov e a y ear in ad v ance of the Au gu st 1974 mov e-in 
d ate. At first, he scou ted for a Chicago location roomy 
enou gh to accommod ate the comp any ’s sep arate p lant 
and warehou se op erations. 
“WE WERE p retty well locked into the Chicago ex ­ 
hibit halls,” Howard said . “It wou ld hav e mad e life 
simp ler to stay in the city .” Ex hibitgrou p Chicago, a 
d iv ision of Grey hou nd Ex hibitgrou p Inc., d esigns, bu ild s 
and serv ices trad e show ex hibits u sed at McCormick 
Place and other Chicago locations. 
When Howard began the search for a new p lant, a 
mov e to the su bu rbs seemed u nlikely . 
“It was something we resisted like getting a case of 
the p lagu e,” he said . Howard fou nd little sp ace in Chi­ 
cago to accommod ate his need s, and “what was av ail­ 
able was terribly ex p ensiv e,” he said . 
Tu rning to the su bu rban real estate market, Howard 
worked with an area d ev el<^ment firm in the hu nt for a 
new location. A bu ild ing in Bensenv iUe and the p resent 
p lant site at 2800 Liv ely Blv d ., Elk Grov e Village 
seemed good locations. “We wrestled , p lay ed card s and 
other things, then signed a lease,” Howard said . He 
signed a lease for a p ortion of the bu ild ing in Nov ember 
1973, with an op tion to lease the remaining sp ace. 
“A bu siness like ou rs is rarely p lanned ,” the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e said . “They grow like top sy .” The mov e to a 
mw 
location p rov id ed an op p ortu nity to p lan an efficient 
p lant lay ou t. The comp any began to mov e ex hibits to 
the new site in May 1974, mov ed west of the remaining 
inv entory in Ju ly and comp leted the relocation by Au ­ 
gu st. 
“OUR PRIMARY concern was in the av ailability of 
p ersonnel, not only office p ersonnel bu t skilled trad es,” 
Howard said (rf relocation p roblems. Althou gh the com­ 
p any lost some emp loy es when it mov ed from the loca­ 
tions at 4132 W. Belmont, and 1820 W. Roscoe, Chicago, 
“ou r worries were instantly stilled when we mov ed in,” 
Howard said . We fou nd the labor su p p ly su rp risingly 
good .” The comp any has 95 emp loy es. 
Transp ortation was another comp any concern, How­ 
ard said . The lack of mass transp ortation d id not ham­ 
p er recru iting, howev er, becau se most emp loy es d riv e 
to work. 
Howard said the mov e to su bu rbia “tu rns ou t to be 
the best thing we cou ld hav e d one.” The comp any still 
has crews on the job in Chicago locations, he said . 
Planning for Kemp er Insu rance Comp anies’ mov e 


from Chicago to Long Grov e began six y ears before the 
actu al transition, said James S. Kemp er Jr., p resid ent. 
Emp loy es were notified of the p lans in mid-1969, 2^A 
y ears notice. 
Settled in the new location on 111. Rte. 22, Kemp er 
said , “On the whole, ou r mov ing ou t has b^n a v ery 
sou nd mov e.” The comp any op ens its facilities to com­ 
mu nity grou p s, inv ites local orgamzations to v iew its 
ex tensiv e art collection and offers emp loy es a range of 
recreational activ ities su ch as boating and fishing. 
THERE ARE ADDED costs and inconv eniences to 
the comp any that relocates in a ru ral area, Kemp er 
said . Emp loy es who liv e in Chicago face a long com­ 
mu te, and the comp any shares the cost of bu s serv ice 
to the city with emp loy es. 
At first, Kemp er had d ifficu lty attracting minority 
emp loy es in the su bu rban location. The comp any now 
recru its activ ely in Wau kegan and other locations to 
attract minority emp loy es. A commu nity relations p osi­ 
tion was set u p to establish ties with su bu rban commu ­ 
nities and retain ties with Chicago orgamzations. 'Hie 
comp any d id n’t want to break away from the city , 
Kemp er said . 
Hou sing, which is a p roblem for some comp anies 
mov ing to the “sticks,” d id not hamp er the transition. 
Emp loy es fou nd hou sing in the area, and many local 
resid ents were recru ited . 
Kemp er believ es the mov e was su ccessfu l, d ep ite the 
inconv enience of trav eling time between city and su b­ 
u rbs. Some 1,200 emp loy es work in the 500,000-sq u are- 
foot facility , an imp rov ement to the scattered , crowd ed 
city offices. 
WHEN A CORPORATE ex ecu tiv e d ecid es it’s time 
for the comp any to mov e on to the su bu rbs, p lenty of 
time shou ld be allowed for the transition. That’s the 
ad v ice of Theod ore Bell, ex ecu tiv e v ice p resid ent of 
Emp loy ee Transfer Corp . (ETC), a su bsid iary of Chi­ 
cago Title and Tru st Co. “There may 
an imp act on 
emp loy es in making the d ecision,” he said . 
“Many comp anies figu re it d oesn’t cost any thing to 
mov e,” Bell said . The comp any shou ld inv estigate p o­ 
tential p roblems of the p hy sical mov e and emp loy e atti­ 
tu d es abou t the d ecision. Bell said . Comp anies try to 
retain comp etent p ersonnel and to meet eq u al emp loy ­ 
ment op p ortu nity stand ard s in the new location, he 
said . 
Harold Otto, senior marketing engineer for Com­ 
monwealth Ed ison Co., Chicago, said the u tiUty su rv ey s 
ind u strial trend s su ch as city -to-su bu rbs mov es in the 
Metrop olitan area* Althou gh economic cond itions slow­ 
ed d own the mov e to the su bu rbs, the Northwest su b­ 
u rbs will continu e to attract new ind u stry , Otto said . 
“The imp ortant thing is that a bu ild ing is av ailaole to 
meet the comp any need s,” Otto said . The inv entory of 
av ailable ind u strial sp ace in the Chicago metrop olitan 
area is 55 million sq u are feet, he said .

IRS b roch u re exp lain s 
n ew h ome tax cred it 


New home bu y ers are entitled to a 
cred it against their fed eral income 
tax , say s the Internal Rev enu e Ser­ 
v ice. 
An ex p lanation of the tax cred it and 
its limitations is offered in a free IRS 
p u blication entitled , “Tax Cred it for 
the New Home Bu y er.” A recent 
change in fed eral law allows certain 
homes which were p rev iou sly in­ 
eligible to q u alify a bu y er for the 
cred it. 
The p amp hlet ex p lains that new 
home bu y ers will gain a cred it 
against their fed eral income tax eq u al 
to fiv e p er cent of the p u rchase p rice 
of a new hou se, u p to a max imu m 
$2,000. Married p ersons filing sep a­ 
rate retu rns are limited to $1,000 on 
each retu rn. 
THE HOME mu st be new and a 
bu y er’s p rincip al resid ence to q u alify 
for the tax cred it.

IHS brochure explains 
new home tax credit 


Plenty of planning a must 
for firms moving to ‘sticks 


by LEA TONKIN 
Pulling up corporate stakes and heading for suburbia 
can give an executive gray hair, said Gerald Howard, 
president of Exhibitgroup Chicago, Elk Grove Village. 
Howard knows. He is among area executives who’ve 
led a company move from Chicago to the suburbs. His 
advice to fellow movers, along with the comment of 
relocation experts, is basically simple: plan ahead. 
Howard said he started planning the Exhibitgroup 
move a year in advance of the August 1974 move-in 
date. At first, he scouted for a Chicago location roomy 
enough to accommodate the company’s separate plant 
and warehouse operations. 
“WE WERE pretty well locked into the Chicago ex­ 
hibit halls,” Howard said. “It would have made life 
simpler to stay in the city.” Exhibitgroup Chicago, a 
division of Greyhound Exhibitgroup Inc., designs, builds 
and services trade show exhibits used at McCormick 
Place and other Chicago locations. 
When Howard began the search for a new plant, a 
move to the suburbs seemed unlikely. 
“It was something we resisted like getting a case of 
the plague,” he said. Howard found little space in Chi­ 
cago to accommodate his needs, and “what was avail­ 
able was terribly expensive,” he said. 
Turning to the suburban real estate market, Howard 
worked with an area development firm in the hunt for a 
new location. A building in Bensenville and the present 
plant site at 2800 Lively Blvd., Elk Grove Village 
seemed good locations. “We wrestled, played cards and 
other things, then signed a lease,” Howard said. He 
signed a lease for a portion of the building in November 
1973, with an option to lease the remaining space. 
“A business like ours is rarely planned,” the execu­ 
tive said. “They grow like topsy.” The move to a new 
location provided an opportunity to plan an efficient 
plant layout. The company began to move exhibits to 
the new site in May 1974, moved west of the remaining 
inventory in July and completed the relocation by Au­ 
gust. 
“OUR PRIMARY concern was in the availability of 
personnel, not only office personnel but skilled trades,” 
Howard said of relocation problems. Although the com­ 
pany lost some employes when it moved from the loca­ 
tions at 4132 W. Belmont, and 1820 W. Roscoe, Chicago, 
“our worries were instantly stilled when we moved in,” 
Howard said. We found the labor supply surprisingly 
good.” The company has 95 employes. 
Transportation was another company concern, How­ 
ard said. The lack of mass transportation did not ham­ 
per recruiting, however, because most employes drive 
to work. 
Howard said the move to suburbia “turns out to be 
the best thing we could have done.” The company still 
has crews on the job in Chicago locations, he said.

Two boycott bills ‘harmful? 


Congressional approval of two bills 
that would legalize secondary boy­ 
cotts in the construction industry 
would hurt Illinois trade, said Gene 
Lamb, president of the Associated 
General Contractors of Illinois. 


Lamb, a Champaign general con­ 
tractor, said HR 5900 and S 1479 would 
“give the construction unions a stran­ 
glehold over every contractor in the 
nation, and every dispute would prob­ 
ably lead to a total walkout on the 
construction site.” 


“If this secondary boycott legisla­ 
tion passes and becomes law, we can 
look for massive work stoppages, 
more unemployment and higher con­ 
struction costs,” Lamb said. The pro­ 
hibition of “common situs” picketing 
or secondary boycotts is written into 
the Taft-Hartley law. 
A construction union that has a dis­ 
pute with a subcontractor on a job 
site has the right to strike the employ­ 
er, but may not extend the picket line 
to other contracting firms and unions 
on the site. The proposed legislation 


from Chicago to Long Grove began six years before the 
actual transition, said James S. Kemper Jr., president. 
Employes were notified of the plans in mid-1969, V-k 
years notice. 
Settled in the new location on 111. Rte. 22, Kemper 
said, “On the whole, our moving out has been a very 
sound move.” The company opens its facilities to com­ 
munity groups, invites local organizations to view its 
extensive art collection and offers employes a range of 
recreational activities such as boating and fishing. 
THERE ARE ADDED costs and inconveniences to 
the company that relocates in a rural area, Kemper 
said. Employes who live in Chicago face a long com­ 
mute, and the company shares the cost of bus service 
to the city with employes. 
At first, Kemper had difficulty attracting minority 
employes in the suburban location. The company now 
recruits actively in Waukegan and other locations to 
attract minority employes. A community relations posi­ 
tion was set up to establish ties with suburban commu­ 
nities and retain ties with Chicago organizations. The 
company didn’t want to break away from the city, 
Kemper said. 
Housing, which is a problem for some companies 
moving to the “sticks,” did not hamper the transition. 
Employes found housing in the area, and many local 
residents were recruited. 
Kemper believes the move was successful, depite the 
inconvenience of traveling time between city and sub­ 
urbs. Some 1,200 employes work in the 500,000-square- 
foot facility, an improvement to the scattered, crowded 
city offices. 
WHEN A CORPORATE executive decides it’s time 
for the company to move on to the suburbs, plenty of 
time should be allowed for the transition. That’s the 
advice of Theodore Bell, executive vice president of 
Employee Transfer Corp. (ETC), a subsidiary of Chi­ 
cago Title and Trust Co. “There may be an impact on 
employes in making the decision,” he said. 
“Many companies figure it doesn’t cost anything to 
move,” Bell said. The company should investigate po­ 
tential problems of the physical move and employe atti­ 
tudes about the decision, Bell said. Companies try to 
retain competent personnel and to meet equal employ­ 
ment opportunity standards in the new location, he 
said. 
Harold Otto, senior marketing engineer for Com­ 
monwealth Edison Co., Chicago, said the utility surveys 
industrial trends such as city-to-suburbs moves in the 
Metropolitan area, Although economic conditions slow­ 
ed down the move to the suburbs, the Northwest sub­ 
urbs will continue to attract new industry, Otto said. 
“The important thing is that a building is available to 
meet the company needs,” Otto said. The inventory of 
available industrial space in the Chicago metropolitan 
area is 55 million square feet, he said.

After sending incMPe than 40 peo pia 
Into space in the last 15 y ears, the 
Natio nal Aero nautics and Space Ad­ 
ministratio n is no w cautio usly to y ing 
with the idea o f sending hundreds, 
ev en tho usands, in Uie nex t 15. 
Mechanically ratio nal co ncepts o f 
co lo nizatio n are suckteily f<mn- 
ing in siwne seg ments o f the scientific 
co mmunity and NASA, ev er eag er fo r 
pro po sals that ex cite the public’s 
ima^natio n, and thw^y kx )sen the 
pursestring s o f Co nfess, is carefully 
but decidedly tuning in. 
At first hearing the co lo nizatio n co n­ 
cepts seem prepo stero us, the stuff o f 
Flash Go rdo n co mic panels. One pro ­ 
po sal sug g ests NASA institute a 
g ram ccwnparable to the lunar landing 
pro ject to co nstruct a g iant space cap­ 
sule capable ts ho using 10,000 ejjrth- 
ling s indefinitely . 
The capsule, which wo uld in fact be 
a self-co ntained wo rld, wo uld be fur­ 
nished with a life-suppo rting atmo s* 
phere, with fields and streams, and 
small co mmunities o f ho mes, Wg h- 
way s, mo to r v ehicles, g rass and do ­ 
mestic animals. 
Tbe time reference? Late in the 
19 80s. 
Despite its bo g g ling sco pe, NASA o f­ 
ficials who hav e pro bed the co lo niza­ 
tio n plan say it is technically feasible. 
In fact, members o f a NASA co m­ 
mittee fo rmed to inv estig ate “ Out­ 
lo o ks Fo r Space,” ag ree in principle 
with priv ate scientists who insist tech­ 
no lo g y is already av ailable, o n paper, 
to create a ccrfo ny 
this kind, ^ c e 
shuttle planes no w under dev elo pment 
co uld pro v ide the peo ple, adv anced 
but applicable eng ineering co uld build 
the habitat, and a marriag e o f space 
and science co uld summo n the ener­ 
gy* 
To lend weig ht to its interest, NASA 
has already g ranted small sums o f re­ 
search mo ney to the co lo nizatio n pro ­ 
po sal, an o f it g o ing to the theo ry ’s 
leading enthusiast, Princeto n phy si­ 
cist Dr. Gerald O’NeiU. 
O’Neill, who g enerated what he 
calls “ pheno menal interest” in « io ni­ 
zatio n last y ear when he spo nso red a 
student seminar to co nsido * the mat­ 
ter, has just co mpleted three mo nths 
fleeing o ut his equatio ns at a NASA 
statio n in Califo rnia. 
Two do zen U.S. academics assisted 
O’NeiU in the summo * study pro g ram. 
Co nclusio ns are far fro m faultless, the 
g ro up say s, but “ Co lwiizatio n is no 
mere dream, if we want to do it we 
can do it.” 
O’NeiU is the first to admit the na­ 
tio n may no t in the end want to do it. 
Po tential co sts fo r o ne thing , are stag ­ 
g ering , with g uesses rang ing fro m $22 
biUio n (the mo o n pro ject to tal) to $220 
biUio n, a sum co nsidered to be simply 
unacceptable as a po Uticl matter. Be­

Giv en the latter co ncern, so me aca­ 
demics believ e space co lo nizatio n 
sho uld be in essence left to priv ate 
enterprise, if it wants it. Freeman Dy ­ 
so n, o f the Princeto n Institute o f Ad­ 
v anced Studies, and a lo ng time adv o ­ 
cate o f space co lo nizatio n, say s that 
po Utical ramificatio ns may unduly de­ 
lay a ^v emmental pro ject o f this 
so rt, so he sug g ests it mig ht instead 
“ be undertaken by a few priv ate nuts, 
so me wiUing scientists, who wo uld 
raise the necessary mo ney and then 
assume aU risks themselv es.” Free­ 
man say s a priv ate v enture wo uld be 
a mo re mo dest but mo re practical 
first st^.

NASA outlook: Condos in outer space?

After sending more than 40 people 
Into space in the last 15 years, the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration is now cautiously toying 
with the idea of sending hundreds, 
even thousands, in the next 15. 
Mechanically rational concepts of 
space colonization are suddenly form­ 
ing in some segments of the scientific 
community and NASA, ever eager for 
proposals that excite the public’s 
imagination, and thereby loosen the 
pursestrings of Congress, is carefully 
but decidedly tuning in. 
At first hearing the colonization con­ 
cepts seem preposterous, the stuff of 
Flash Gordon comic panels. One pro­ 
posal suggests NASA institute a pro­ 
gram comparable to the lunar landing 
project to construct a giant space cap­ 
sule capable ts housing 10,000 earth­ 
lings indefinitely. 
The capsule, which would in fact be 
a self-contained world, would be fur­ 
nished with a life-supporting atmos* 
phere, with fields and streams, and 
small communities of homes, high­ 
ways, motor vehicles, grass and do­ 
mestic animals. 
The time reference? Late in the 
1980s. 
Despite its boggling scope, NASA of­ 
ficials who have probed the coloniza­ 
tion plan say it is technically feasible. 
In fact, members of a NASA com­ 
mittee formed to investigate “Out­ 
looks For Space,” agree in principle 
with private scientists who insist tech­ 
nology is already available, on paper, 
to create a colony of this kind. Space 
shuttle planes now under development 
could provide the people, advanced 
but applicable engineering could build 
the habitat, and a marriage of space 
and science could summon the ener­ 


gy* 
To lend weight to its interest, NASA 
has already granted small sums of re­ 
search money to the colonization pro­ 
posal, all of it going to the theory’s 
leading enthusiast, Princeton physi­ 
cist Dr. Gerald O’Neill. 


O’Neill, who generated what he 
calls “phenomenal interest” in coloni­ 
zation last year when he sponsored a 
student seminar to consider the mat­ 
ter, has just completed three months 
fleshing out his equations at a NASA 
station in California. 


Two dozen U.S. academics assisted 
O’Neill in the summer study program. 
Conclusions are far from faultless, the 
group says, but “Colonization is no 
mere dream, if we want to do it we 
can do it.” 


O’Neill is the first to admit the na­ 
tion may not in the end want to do it. 
Potential costs for one thing, are stag­ 
gering, with guesses ranging from $22 
billion (the moon project total) to $220 
billion, a sum considered to be simply 
unacceptable as a politicl matter. Be­ 
sides the money, moreover, there are 
other roadblocking considerations, not 
the least of which is growing public 
disenchantment 
with 
unprofitable 
space carnivals. 
Given the latter concern, some aca­ 
demics 
believe 
space 
colonization 
should be in essence left to private 
enterprise, if it wants it. Freeman Dy­ 
son, of the Princeton Institute of Ad­ 
vanced Studies, and a longtime advo­ 
cate cf space colonization, says that 
political ramifications may unduly de­ 
lay a governmental project of this 
sort, so he suggests it might instead 
“be undertaken by a few private nuts, 
some willing scientists, who would 
raise the necessary money and then 
assume all risks themselves.” Free­ 
man says a private venture would be 
a more modest but more practical 
first step.

Yet if there are differences of opin­ 
ion even among advocates as to who 
should do what to foster space coloni­ 
zation, there is no such confusion as 


to its necessity. Dyson says the al­ 
ternative to the expansion is to “even­ 
tually reduce our standard of living 
on earth to meager proportions.” 


Those most devoted to colonization 
feel small cities in space are the prac­ 
tical answers to decaying cities on 
earth. “By the year 2000,” says a 
member of O’Neill’s study team, 
“we’ll be gunning out of every re­ 
source but people. Soon after there 
won’t be enough of anything on earth, 
including room. Then we may not 
have any choice but to send some 
people elsewhere.” 


The “some people,” according to 
O’Neill, could in time become consid­ 
erably more than that. He foresees 
the first colony having as one of its 
responsibilities the erection of a sec­ 
ond colony and on and on until mil­ 
lions are drifting about in the remark­ 
able bubbles. 


Since resources would be mined 
from space, the capsules (cylinders, 
donut-shaped, whatever) could be ex­ 
panded in size from 60 to 80 square 
miles or more. At length, O’Neill sup­ 
poses, almost everybody from a dying 
earth would 
live 
in 
space com­ 
partments that would, no doubt, be in­ 
dividually outfitted (one temperate, 
one for winter sports, etc.) to offer 
every accustomed hometown amenity. 


Ridiculous? 
Frightening? 
Quite 
right. Thus it is that Jerry O’Neill 
has something of an alternative plan 
for the future of man. Accordingly, he 
proposes the creation of some space 
colonies on a cost-to-benefit profit for 


earth. One idea would be to charge 
space colonists with the task of con­ 
structing “satellite solar power” sta­ 
tions at fixed points above the earth. 
O’Neill says his studies suggest that 
the energy generated for earth’s use 
would not only be unlimited but rea­ 


sonably priced. It follows, then, he 
says, that colonies mining space re­ 
sources — power at first and there­ 
after everything from iron to food — 
might keep mother earth spinning 
even with the weight of all the worry 
that’s piling up for tomorrow.

And, in the present economy, 
allocation of a larger proportion of in­ 
come to home purchase makes sense. 
For one thing, family income is 
likely to grow more quickly than the 
expenses of home ownership. Thus, 
while initial mortgage payments may 
be steep, they will decrease relative 
to income as time passes. 
Secondly, as prices continue to rise, 
the appreciation in dollars will be 
greater for people who own more ex­ 
pensive homes because they will bene­ 
fit from greater leverage. 
As an example: a $50,000 house with 
a $40,000 mortgage might rise in value 
to $60,000, for a $10,000 profit on the 
$10,000 investment. The same 20 per 
cent increase in a $60,000 house with 
a $48,000 mortgage would result in a 
$12,000 profit. 
Furthermore, incomes are taxed 
more heavily all the time. But a large 
part of the payment on a mortgage 
receives favorable tax treatment; in 


fact, most payments in the early 
years of a mortgage are deductible. 
So, the larger the payments, the 
greater the tax shelter. 
It isn’t smart, of course, to strap 
yourself financially when purchasing 
a home — and lenders probably 
wouldn’t allow it anyway. But, as a 
Realtor, I urge home buyers to con­ 
sider buying as large a home as pos­ 
sible to build equity and savings, 
while at the same time enjoying life 
in a fine home.

by corresponding decreases in pur­ 
chases, we have food shortages,” he 
said. 
Litton said a one per cent decrease 
in food supply results in a three to 
four per cent increase in price. He 
also said that the farmer received 74 
cents an hour for his labor in 1971 and 
81 cents an hour in 1972 — well below 
the minimum wage set up by the gov­ 
ernment. 
One of the major reasons Ameri­ 
cans had lower food prices in the 
1950s and 1960s was because of the 
“extremely low return the farmer re­ 
ceived,” said Litton. 


IN THE 1950s, the average after­ 
tax income of farm people averaged 
only 54 per cent as much as the aver­ 
age for non-farm people. 
In the 1960s the average after-tax 
income of farm people was 67 per 
cent as much as the non-farm aver­ 


age. “This is in spite of the heavy 
investment the farmer must have in 
his business,” Litton said. 
The 
“investment” 
includes 
such 
items as modern machinery, live­ 
stock, feed, seeds, fertilizer, gasoline, 
veterinary services and hired help. 
And with the prices of these items in­ 
creasing, the amount of debt owed by 
the farmer has increased nearly 500 
per cent in the last 20 years, Litton 
said. 


“UNFORTUNATELY, there is a 
general feeling in Congress and per­ 
haps in the cuntry that legislation 
which helps the farmer must hurt the 
consumer, and that legislation aimed 
at solving urban problems is not to be 
supported by Congressmen from rural 
areas,” he said. 
Litton said he wanted better under­ 
standing between rural and urban 
America.

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Healthy diet blueprint 


by LAW RENCE E . LAM B. M.D. 
(Third of six parts) 


The main objectives of a healthy 
diet (dan can he put into five cate­ 
gories. 
• TV) provide sufficient calories as 
the source of energy for your body. 
• To pfxmde sufficient protein, ade­ 
quate in all of the amino adds, to pro­ 
vide the basic building blocks for the 
body’s processes of building tissues, 
hormones, enzymes and carrying out 
essential body functions. 
• To provide a minimum of 50 
grams of carbohydrate a day suf­ 
ficient to enable the body to carry out 
its chemical processes without caus­ 
ing a chemical imbalance. 
• To provide a minimal amount of 
fat, which can hardly be avoided any­ 
way, to enable the absorption of the 
fat-soluble vitamins, principally vita­ 
mins D and A. The small amount of 
fat necessary should include very 
small amounts of the polyunsaturated 
fats. 
A healthy diet should limit the pro­ 
portion of fat and cholesterol. Your 
fat intake should be less than 35 per 
cent of the total calories ingested. 
Less than 10 per cent of the total ca­ 
lories should come from saturated 
fats while approximately 10 per cent 
of the total calories should be polyun­ 
saturated fat. The cholesterol should 
not exceed 300 milligrams a day. 
• A sufficient variety of foods 
should be included in the menu to pro­ 
vide adequate amounts of all the vita­ 
mins and minerals. 
Nutritionists have cwisidered all 
these facts and generalized our food 
into four basic groups. The idea is 
that you should obtain sufficient foods 
from each of the four basic groups to 
have a fairly balanced diet. These 
four fasic groups are the dairy prod­ 
ucts, the meat group, the cereal 
and bread group. 
The dairy products group means 
milk and milk products. They are the 
major source of calcium in our diet 
and also provide phos^H^nis. You can 
get a large amount of phosphorus 
from other products, but it’s more dif­ 
ficult to obtain the calcium. In addi­ 
tion, the milk products provide an im­ 
portant diet source of complete pro­ 
tein, meaning that the protein will in­ 
clude all the essential amino acids. 
The butterfat in any of these milk 
products naturally contains vitamins 
A and D. In recent years, dairy prod­ 
ucts have been enriched with A and D 
to increase the amount of these vita­ 
mins in the usual diet of the greatest 
number of people. 
IF YOU N EED to control the 
amount of fat in your diet, and most 
people do, you can use the low-fat 
items: fortified skim milk, butter­ 
milk, nonfat dry milk powder, and un­ 
creamed cottage cheese. 
The meat group includes all the

meats 
(beef, 
pork 
and 
lamb), fish, shellfish and poultry. 
Plan your meat group to avoid too 
much saturated fat and to provide 
sufficient amounts of polyunsaturated 
fat.

Healthy diet blueprint 


by LAW RENCE E . LAMB, M.D. 
(Third of six parts) 
The main objectives of a healthy 
diet plan can be put into five cate­ 
gories. 
• To provide sufficient calories as 
the source of energy for your body. 
• To provide sufficient protein, ade­ 
quate in all of the amino acids, to pro­ 
vide the basic building blocks for the 
body’s processes of building tissues, 
hormones, enzymes and carrying out 
essential body functions. 
• To provide a minimum of 50 
grams of carbohydrate a day suf­ 
ficient to enable the body to carry out 
its chemical processes without caus­ 
ing a chemical imbalance. 
• To provide a minimal amount of 
fat, which can hardly be avoided any­ 
way, to enable the absorption of the 
fat-soluble vitamins, principally vita­ 
mins D and A. The small amount of 
fat necessary should include very 
small amounts of the polyunsaturated 
fats. 
A healthy diet should limit the pro­ 
portion of fat and cholesterol. Your 
fat intake should be less than 35 per 
cent of the total calories ingested. 
Less than IO per cent of the total ca­ 
lories should come from saturated 
fats while approximately IO per cent 
of the total calories should be polyun­ 
saturated fat. The cholesterol should 
not exceed 300 milligrams a day. 
• A sufficient variety of foods 
should be included in the menu to pro­ 
vide adequate amounts of all the vita­ 
mins and minerals. 
Nutritionists have considered 
all 
these facts and generalized our food 
into four basic groups. The idea is 
that you should obtain sufficient foods 
from each of the four basic groups to 
have a fairly balanced diet. These 
four fasic groups are the dairy prod­ 
ucts, the meat group, the cereal 
and bread group. 
The dairy products group means 
milk and milk products. They are the 
major source of calcium in our diet 
and also provide phosphorus. You can 
get a large amount of phosphorus 
from other products, but ifs more dif­ 
ficult to obtain the calcium. In addi­ 
tion, the milk products provide an im­ 
portant diet source of complete pro­ 
tein, meaning that the protein will in­ 
clude all the essential amino acids. 
The butterfat in any of these milk 
products naturally contains vitamins 
A and D. In recent years, dairy prod­ 
ucts have been enriched with A and D 
to increase the amount of these vita­ 
mins in the usual diet of the greatest 
number of people. 
IF YOU NEED to control the 
amount of fat in your diet, and most 
people do, you can use the low-fat 
items; fortified skim milk, butter­ 
milk, nonfat dry milk powder, and un­ 
creamed cottage cheese.

Tomato 
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Sealed records challenged 
Ad o p tees sea rch fo r their ro o ts

“ We’re not looking for moms and 
iads, but answers to our questions,” 
ihe y oung redhaired mother ex plained 
intently to her v isitor. 
Donna Cullom of Ev anston was try ­ 
ing to describe the driv e that most 
adopted people hav e to discov er their 
roots — and she w^as also try ing to 
dispel the many popular my ths that 
this compulsion is neurotic or that it 
represents rejection of the person’s 
adoptiv e parents. 
An adoptee herself, Mrs. Cullom is 
the founder of Yesterday ’s Children, 
an organization which helps adoptees 
search for their biological parents and 
which has filed a lawsuit in federal 
district court in Illinois challenging 
the state law which keeps adoption 
records forev er closed to adoptees. 
SHE BEGAN THE story of Yester­ 
day ’s Children with her own story . 
“ I was the fifth of eight children in 
my biological family . I was adopted 
when I was 4 ^ — my sisters and 
brothers aU went to different families. 
I went to a really super home. I alway s 
knew I was adopted, and I was 
curious about my natural family , ev en 
though I lov ed my mother and father 
dearly and had ev ery thing I could 
want. 
“ My first real identity crisis came 
as a teenager. I wondered about my 
past. I asked my mother a lot of ques­ 
tions, and she told me a lot, but there 
was a line I didn’t go ov er. I lov ed my 
mother v ery much and I felt protec­ 
tiv e of her. I didn’t want to hurt her. 
“ Later I got married — the second 
crisis point. I wanted to be able to tell 
my husband my genealogical history . 
I didn’t ev en know my national an­ 
cestry . 
“ WELL, I KEPT putting off talking 
to my mother about it because I 
didn’t want to hurt her, but I won­ 
dered about my nationality , where I 
got my red hair, my religion, my 
medical background. 
“ Then I had my first son, who looks 
just like me, but who did I look like? 
This is the third point of awareness, 
when y ou hav e children. After all, 
y ou’re wiping out a whole genealogy 


— I can’t tell my children any thing, 
and they can’t tell theirs. 
“ I was determined then that I sim­ 
ply had to know. I called the town (on 
her amended birth certificate) and 
reached the daughter-in-law of the 
doctor who deliv ered me. She sug­ 
gested calling a funeral director in 
town, and he knew the family and got 
back to me. I didn’t know my name, 
but it had be&i a large family in a ' 
small town.” 


DONNA CULLOM HAD a reunion 
with her natural family , and it did not 
change her relationship with her 
adoptiv e family nor did the meeting 
cause distress to her natural family . 
(Ninety -fiv e members of her group 
hav e found their biological parents so 
far, and none hav e been told to “ go 
away .” ) 
But the end of her search did not 
bring an end to her problems as an 
adoptee — a situation which is a cen­ 
tral issue in the lawsuit. 
“ I had to get a passport, and my 
amended birth certificate was not 
good enough. I had to go through un­ 
believ able red tape to prov e my citi­ 
zenship. 
“ This was the last straw. I thought. 
I’v e been a citizen — a good citizen — 
of this country all my life and now all 
of a sudden, this. I finaUy got the 
passport, but only after a lot of frus­ 
tration and bother because of the 
sealed records — it’s ridiculous. At 32, 
why were they try ing to protect me? I 
already knew my natural family any ­ 
way .” 
OTHER ADOPTEES hav e been de­ 
nied scholarships, security clearances 
and other things that are routine for 
non-adoptees, she added. 
So in 197 4 Donna Cullom founded 
Yesterday ’s Children, now with 800 
members nationwide, to help adoptees 
search for their biological families 
and to get adoption records opened. 
“ But most of the people who could 
change it would hav e nothing to do 
with us — we were called v ery v icious 
things — neurotic, maladjusted, un­ 
grateful. We realized the only way 
was judicial action, so in February we 
filed the lawsuit.” 


According to the group’s attorney , 
Patrick Murphy , the suit asks that the 
state law sealing adoption records be 
declared unconstitutional on grounds 
it v iolates due process and the right of 
adoptees to know who their family is. 
MURPHY AND MRS. Cullom argue 
that in being refused this information 
and in being subjected to the kinds of 
problems as she had getting a pass- 
p or t , 
adoptees 
are 
being 
dis­ 
criminated against. The two ex pect 
that the case will ultimately be ap­ 
pealed to the U. S. Supreme Court. 


The suit asks that the records be 
made av ailable only to adult adoptees 
— a distinction that is often blurred 
ov er by opponents. One organization 
that opposes opening the records say s 
it would destroy the institution of 
adoption 
because 
natural 
parente 
would be able to track down their 
child later on and cause trouble, and 
that children would find out unplea­ 
sant facts at too early an age. But 
neither natural parents nor minor 
adoptees would hav e access to the 
records. 


As for protecting the confidentiality 
of the natural mother, another argu­ 
ment of opponents of open records, 
Mrs. Cullom say s adoptees “ are v ery 
discreet — they don’t go knocking on 
the door.” She added that many natu­ 
ral mothers call Yesterday ’s Children 
because “ they wonder how the child 
is and did they do the right thing. 
They often feel great guilt and would 
like to know what happened to the 
child.” 
MRS. 
CULLOM 
recognizes 
that 
“ adoptiv e parents feel v ery threat­ 
ened” by an adopted child searching 
for biological parents, but she say s, 
“ their fears are unfounded. It is v ery 
rare that an adopted child rejects 
them (adoptiv e parents). We’re not 
looking for moms and dads.” 
E s p e c i a l l y important to many 
adoptees is to know more about their 
medical background. In Mrs. Cullom’s 
case, her son suffered a hereditary 
ey e defect for four y ears unknown to 
her and her husband until she found 
her family and learned about the 
problem. 
While Yesterday ’s Children battles 
for legal access to their identity , and 
the defendants (Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Serv ices and the 
Attorney General) and other 
oppo­ 
nents seek to keep that identity se­ 
cret, one priv ate agency has dev el­ 
oped what it considers a “ realistic” 
approach which seems close to meet­ 
ing the desires of both sides. 


AT LUTHERAN CHILD and Family 
Serv ices, the identity of natural par­ 
ents is rev ealed with their consent. 
They are urged to consider the possi­ 
bility of an ev entual reunion with 
their children when they giv e them 
up, and at that time or later they may 
giv e their consent to be identified. 
In addition, a comprehensiv e his­ 
tory of the child’s family — medical, 
sociological, personality , family tree, 
occupations of relativ es, what they 
looked like, ev ery thing but family 
name and location, is gathered and 
supplied to adoptiv e parents. 
According to the agency ’s director, 
Mrs. Betty Schultz, the agency also 
works with the adoptiv e famUy in ad­ 
v ance 
“ so 
they 
will 
realize 
an 


adoptee’s strong need to know his ori­ 
gin is not a repudiation of them, that 
adoptees are not looking to replace 
their adoptiv e family — and they ’re 
not psy chopaths.” 
THE 
OVERALL approach, 
Mrs. 
Schultz said, recognizes both the cur­ 
rent legal obligations as well as the 
human feelings inv olv ed. The proce­ 
dure also puts this agency and its 
clients in a state of preparedness for 
smooth transition if the records are 
opened. 
Mrs. Schultz said some adoption 
agencies are “ opening to this idea 
more, but others are quite closed.’ 
Mrs. Cullom said that “ most of the 
agwicy officials I’v e talked to say 
they personally sy mpathize with us, 
but none will come out publicly in 
support of us.” 
Predictions are mix ed as to how 
v igorously the state will fight the law­ 
suit and from what quarters will 
come the stiffest resistance — priv ate 
or public agencies. 
But Donna Cullom believ es open 
records wiU come, as it has already in 
three states. She points to sociological 
studies which confirm it as the better 
way and to the success it has had in 
other countries. She is already looking 
down the road to a time when adopted 
children might keep their original 
names and sim ply « add on their 
adopted names. 
“ Let me be proud of my ancestry , 
she asks.

Good Housekeeping's male editor 
He k nmvs wha t wo men wa nt

“ J ohn Mack Carter has spent the last 
15 y ears telling women how to raise 
their children, how to hav e a satisfac­ 
tory sex life and how to entertain on a 
shoestring. Now he is going to tell 
them how to keep house,” commented 
Newsweek Magazine last February . 
That was when Carter had been 
named to be editor of Good House­ 
keeping Magazine, and thus became 
the first male to be top editor at all 
three leading women’s publications. 
He had prev iously edited McCall’s 
and Ladies’ Home J ournal. 
It would seem he is the contempo­ 
rary Oracle of Delphi, hav ing plumb­ 
ed dark my steries that eluded the 
likes of Dr. Sigmund Freud, who once 
asked, “ My God, what is It that wom­ 
en want? ” 
THE QLTESTION remains pertinent, 
and perhaps the growing strength of 
the 
women’s liberation 
mov ement 
makes it ev en knottier than ev er. 
In his shades-drawn, lamp-lit, car­ 
peted mid-Manhattan office. Carter 
now sat behind his broad, heav y desk; 
he took the question Freud had posed 
and lit his pipe. His small brown ey es, 
dimpled cheeks, furrowed brow and 
tight, curly hair disappeared behind a 
few puffs of pipe smoke. Only his 


long-sleev ed white shirt and black 
knit tie seemed to remain. 
Momentarily , his head returned to 
v iew, and with an answer. It was the 
stuff of oracles and genies. 
“ Women,” he said, slowly , “ want 
what they ’v e alway s wanted.” 
There was a pause. Then he went 
on. 


“ AND I THINK the reaction against 
Betty Ford’s quote is a good ex ample 
that they stUl want what they ’v e al­ 
way s wanted,” said the 4 6 -y ear-old 
Carter. (The President’s wife had 
said that she would accept her daugh­ 
ter hav ing pre-marital sex , 
though 
Mrs. Ford added that she would want 
to know the man and want to hav e a 
full communication with her daugh­ 
ter.) 
“ Despite all of the liberation dis­ 
cussion today ,” said Carter, “ most of 
us in this country are slow to change. 
We v alue our traditions. Pre-marital 
sex is not one of those traditions. 
“ Mrs. Ford’s comments struck deep 
into the protectiv eness of women 
across the country . They don’t want 
to be challenged on their most basic 
beliefs. 


“ BUT I’M NOT sure Betty Ford 
doesn’t share those beliefs. I don’t 
think she condoned this activ ity , pre­ 


marital sex . Her reaction was one of 
lov e for her daughter, and this lov e 
would supersede any kind of activ ity 
her daughter would become inv olv ed 
in. It was a warm, close, feeling re­ 
sponse.” 
C a r t e r ’ s most dramatic con­ 
frontation with the feminist mov e­ 
ment came as editor of Ladies’ Home 
J ournal when a radical group of a 100 
or so women stormed the offices, sat 
on the desks and smoked his cigars 
(he smokes cigars, too) for 11 hours. 
It was an attempt to publicize their 
position that topics such as abortion, 
homosex uality and the equalness of 
women in work ought to be a greater 
part of the magazine’s content. 
Carter said that, after his anger had 
subsided, he found that the incident 
did raise his consciousness, and he 
did accede to some of their points. 
But Carter said that his surv ey s found 
that for the majority of women in this 
country , being a wife, mother and 
homemaker *is still the primary busi­ 
ness. 
. 
“ AND IT’S A tragedy when an indi­ 
v idual in this activ ity is made to feel 
dissatisfied with this important role, 
he said. “ Generally , I think women 
are more satisfied with their liv es 
than men are, especially by middle 
age. 


“ Most men at that time are asking 
themselv es if their liv es hav e mat­ 
tered. Women are not as troubled by 
this. They know damn well — their 
accomplishments are tangible. I par­ 
ticularly 
mean 
child-bearing 
and 
child-rearing. For the most part, men 
hav e their accomplishments in some 
filé cabinet.” 
Carter said that he has come to his 
unusual editorial positions because of 
his abilities as an editor, and not nec­ 
essarily because of his insights into 
the feminine psy che. He adds that he 
relies on his primarily feminine staff 
for assstance. 


“ ABOUT THE ONLY headstart I 
had on all this was that I hav e a twin 
sister and so I grew up lock-step with 
her,” said Carter, a Murray , Ky ., na­ 
tiv e. 
“ And we usually got along fine, ex ­ 
cept that in high school she tried to 
direct and regulate my dating life. 
“ She ev en told me what girls I 
shouldn’t ask out because she said 
they wouldn’t accept. That really irri­ 
tated me.” 
Irritated y ou because she hurt y our 
feelings? he was asked. 
“ No,” said Carter, “ irrita t^ me be­ 
cause it turned out § he was right.”

New hope for asthma sufferers lies in control

Asthma is the respiratory ailment 
that makes life a 24 -hour day of mis­ 
ery for nine million people in the na­ 
tion. 
Doctors who treat it don’t use the 
word cure. They talk of new hope with 
the word control. 
Two phy sicians, still in their 30s and 
specializing in the disease, and one of 
their “ prize” patients dropped in the 
UPI office to talk about progress in 
recent y ears and new av enues of 
treatment. They hav e "been holding 
sy mposiums for other jrfiy sicians. 
The doctors were Sheldon Laurence 
Spector, 36 , a Detroit nativ e, and 


Fred Leffert, 34 , born in Brookly n, 
both on the staff of the National J ew­ 
ish Hospital and Research Center, 
Denv er, Colo. 
THE HOSPITAL specializes in re­ 
search and treatment, and as a na­ 
tional center for chronic respiratory 
diseases including asthma, sev ere al­ 
lergies, tuberculosis and immunolo­ 
gical disorders. It admits patients 
from all ov er the nation, some from 
abroad, without regard of faith, age 
or ability to pay . 
With the doctors was Sister Mary 
Romauld, bom in Ludlow, Mass., who 
began her career as a teacher with 
the FeUcian Sisters. She dev eloped 
sev ere asthma in the 196 0s but re­ 


called “ from age fiv e I wheezed.” 
Her attacks grew so sev ere that she 
was told in 196 6 she no longer could 
teach. 
Her massiv e doctor “ hunt” ended 
when she read about National J ewish 
Hospital in a Catholic newspaper. 
Sister Mary was admitted, giv en an 
intensiv e diagnostic workup, and me­ 
dication to control the disease-allergy 
shots plus steroids. She spent two 
y ears at the hospital, was on one of 
the medications for fiv e y ears, on an­ 
other for 10, but went back to school, 
this time as a student. 
SHE EARNED HER master’s de­ 
gree in social work and now is a med­ 
ical social worker at St. J oseph’s Hos­ 


pital, in Bangor, Maine. 
For two y ears now, she has been off 
medication entirely — “ desensitized,” 
she said, and breathing freely . The 
Bangor climate agrees with her.

Sealed records challenged 
Adoptees search for their roots

“We’re not looking for moms and 
tads, but answers to our questions,” 
die young redhaired mother explained 
Intently to her visitor. 
Donna Cullom of Evanston was try­ 
ing to describe the drive that most 
adopted people have to discover their 
roots — and she was also trying to 
dispel the many popular myths that 
this compulsion is neurotic or that it 
represents rejection of the person’s 
adoptive parents. 
An adoptee herself, Mrs. Cullom is 
the founder of Yesterday’s Children, 
an organization which helps adoptees 
search for their biological parents and 
which has filed a lawsuit in federal 
district court in Illinois challenging 
the state law which keeps adoption 
records forever closed to adoptees. 
SHE BEGAN THE story of Yester­ 
day’s Children with her own story. 
“I was the fifth of eight children in 
my biological family. I was adopted 
when I was AVz — my sisters and 
brothers all went to different families. 
I went to a really super home. I always 
knew I was adopted, and I was 
curious about my natural family, even 
though I loved my mother and father 
dearly and had everything I could 
want. 
“My first real identity crisis came 
as a teenager. I wondered about my 
past. I asked my mother a lot of ques­ 
tions, and she told me a lot, but there 
was a line I didn’t go over. I loved my 
mother very much and I felt protec­ 
tive of her. I didn’t want to hurt her. 
“Later I got married — the second 
crisis point. I wanted to be able to tell 
my husband my genealogical history. 
I didn’t even know my national an­ 
cestry. 
“WELL, I KEPT putting off talking 
to my mother about it because I 
didn’t want to hurt her, but I won­ 
dered about my nationality, where I 
got my red hair, my religion, my 
medical background. 
“Then I had my first son, who looks 
just like me, but who did I look like? 
This is the third point of awareness, 
when you have children. After all, 
you’re wiping out a whole genealogy 


— I can’t tell my children anything, 
and they can’t tell theirs. 
“I was determined then that I sim­ 
ply had to know. I called the town (on 
her amended birth certificate) and 
reached the daughter-in-law of the 
doctor who delivered me. She sug­ 
gested calling a funeral director in 
town, and he knew the family and got 
back to me. I didn’t know my name, 
but it had been a large family in a 
small town.” 


DONNA CULLOM HAD a reunion 
with her natural family, and it did not 
change her relationship with her 
adoptive family nor did the meeting 
cause distress to her natural family. 
(Ninety-five members of her group 
have found their biological parents so 
far, and none have been told to “go 
away.” ) 
But the end of her search did not 
bring an end to her problems as an 
adoptee — a situation which is a cen­ 
tral issue in the lawsuit. 
“I had to get a passport, and my 
amended birth certificate was not 
good enough. I had to go through un­ 
believable red tape to prove my citi­ 
zenship. 
“This was the last straw. I thought, 
I’ve been a citizen — a good citizen — 
of this country all my life and now all 
of a sudden, this. I finally got the 
passport, but only after a lot of frus­ 
tration and bother because of the 
sealed records — it’s ridiculous. At 32, 
why were they trying to protect me? I 
already knew my natural family any­ 
way.” 


OTHER ADOPTEES have been de­ 
nied scholarships, security clearances 
and other things that are routine for 
non-adoptees, she added. 
So in 1974 Donna Cullom founded 
Yesterday’s Children, now with 800 
members nationwide, to help adoptees 
search for their biological families 
and to get adoption records opened. 
“But most of the people who could 
change it would have nothing to do 
with us — we were called very vicious 
things — neurotic, maladjusted, un­ 
grateful. We realized the only way 
was judicial action, so in February we 
filed the lawsuit.” 


According to the group’s attorney, 
Patrick Murphy, the suit asks that the 
state law sealing adoption records be 
declared unconstitutional on grounds 
it violates due process and the right of 
adoptees to know who their family is. 
MURPHY AND MRS. Cullom argue 
that in being refused this information 
and in being subjected to the kinds of 
problems as she had .getting a pass- 
p o r t , 
adoptees 
are 
being 
dis­ 
criminated against. The two expect 
that the case will ultimately be ap­ 
pealed to the U. S. Supreme Court. 


The suit asks that the records be 
made available only to adult adoptees 
— a distinction that is often blurred 
over by opponents. One organization 
that opposes opening the records says 
it would destroy the institution of 
adoption 
because 
natural 
parents 
would be able to track down their 
child later on and cause trouble, and 
that children would find out unplea­ 
sant facts at too early an age. But 
neither natural parents nor minor 
adoptees would have access to the 
records. 


Good Housekeeping’s male editor 
He knows what women want

“John Mack Carter has spent the last 
15 years telling women how to raise 
their children, how to have a satisfac­ 
tory sex life and how to entertain on a 
shoestring. Now he is going to tell 
them how to keep house,” commented 
Newsweek Magazine last February. 
That was when Carter had been 
named to be editor of Good House­ 
keeping Magazine, and thus became 
the first male to be top editor at all 
three leading women’s publications. 
He had previously edited McCall’s 
and Ladies’ Home Journal. 
It would seem he is the contempo­ 
rary Oracle of Delphi, having plumb­ 
ed dark mysteries that eluded the 
likes of Dr. Sigmund Freud, who once 
asked, “My God, what is it that wom­ 
en want?” 


THE QUESTION remains pertinent, 
and perhaps the growing strength of 
the women’s liberation movement 
makes it even knottier than ever. 
In his shades-drawn, lamp-lit, car­ 
peted mid-Manhattan office, Carter 
now sat behind his broad, heavy desk; 
he took the question Freud had posed 
and lit his pipe. His small brown eyes, 
dimpled cheeks, furrowed brow and 
tight, curly hair disappeared behind a 
few puffs of pipe smoke. Only his 


long-sleeved white shirt and black 
knit tie seemed to remain. 
Momentarily, his head returned to 
view, and with an answer. It was the 
stuff of oracles and genies. 
“Women,” he said, slowly, “want 
what they’ve always wanted.” 
There was a pause. Then he went 
on. 


“AND I THINK the reaction against 
Betty Ford’s quote is a good example 
that they still want what they’ve al­ 
ways wanted,” said the 46-year-old 
Carter. (The President’s wife had 
said that she would accept her daugh­ 
ter having pre-marital sex, though 
Mrs. Ford added that she would want 
to know the man and want to have a 
full communication with her daugh­ 
ter.) 
“Despite all of the liberation dis­ 
cussion today,” said Carter, “most of 
us in this country are slow to change. 
We value our traditions. Pre-marital 
sex is not one of those traditions. 
“Mrs. Ford’s comments struck deep 
into the protectiveness of women 
across the country. They don’t want 
to be challenged on their most basic 
beliefs. 
“BUT I’M NOT sure Betty Ford 
doesn’t share those beliefs. I don’t 
think she condoned this activity, pre­ 


marital sex. Her reaction was one of 
love for her daughter, and this love 
would supersede any kind of activity 
her daughter would become involved 
in. It was a warm, close, feeling re­ 
sponse.” 
C a r t e r ’ s most dramatic con­ 
frontation with the feminist move­ 
ment came as editor of Ladies’ Home 
Journal when a radical group of a IOO 
or so women stormed the offices, sat 
on the desks and smoked his cigars 
(he smokes cigars, too) for ll hours. 
It was an attempt to publicize their 
position that topics such as abortion, 
homosexuality and the equalness of 
women in work ought to be a greater 
part of the magazine’s content. 
Carter said that, after his anger had 
subsided, he found that the incident 
did raise his consciousness, and he 
did accede to some of their points. 
But Carter said that his surveys found 
that for the majority of women in this 
country, being a wife, mother and 
homemaker Is still the primary busi­ 
ness. 
“AND IT’S A tragedy when an indi­ 
vidual in this activity is made to feel 
dissatisfied with this important role,” 
he said. “Generally, I think women 
are more satisfied with their lives 
than men are, especially by middle 
age. 


As for protecting the confidentiality 
of the natural mother, another argu­ 
ment of opponents of open records, 
Mrs. Cullom says adoptees “are very 
discreet —- they don’t go knocking on 
the door.” She added that many natu­ 
ral mothers call Yesterday’s Children 
because “they wonder how the child 
is and did they do the right thing. 
They often feel great guilt and would 
like to know what happened to the 
child.” 
MRS. 
CULLOM recognizes 
that 
“adoptive parents feel very threat­ 
ened” by an adopted child searching 
for biological parents, but she says, 
“their fears are unfounded. It is very 
rare that an adopted child rejects 
them (adoptive parents). We’re not 
looking for moms and dads.” 
E s p e c i a l l y important to many 
adoptees is to know more about their 
medical background. In Mrs. Cullom’s 
case, her son suffered a hereditary 
eye defect for four years unknown to 
her and her husband until she found 
her family and learned about the 
problem. 
While Yesterday’s Children battles 
for legal access to their identity, and 
the defendants (Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services and the 
Attorney General) and other oppo­ 
nents seek to keep that identity se­ 
cret, one private agency has devel­ 
oped what it considers a “realistic” 
approach which seems close to meet­ 
ing the desires of both sides. 


AT LUTHERAN CHILD and Family 
Services, the identity of natural par­ 
ents is revealed with their consent. 
They are urged to consider the possi­ 
bility of an eventual reunion with 
their children when they give them 
up, and at that time or later they may 
give their consent to be identified. 
In addition, a comprehensive his­ 
tory of the child’s family — medical, 
sociological, personality, family tree, 
occupations of relatives, what they 
looked like, everything but family 
name and location, is gathered and 
supplied to adoptive parents. 
According to the agency’s director, 
Mrs. Betty Schultz, the agency also 
works with the adoptive family in ad­ 
vance 
“so they 
will realize 
an 


adoptee’s strong need to know his ori­ 
gin is not a repudiation of them, that 
adoptees are not looking to replace 
their adoptive family — and they’re 
not psychopaths.” 
THE OVERALL approach, Mrs. 
Schultz said, recognizes both the cur­ 
rent legal obligations as well as the 
human feelings involved. The proce­ 
dure also puts this agency and its 
clients in a state of preparedness for 
smooth transition if the records are 
opened. 
Mrs. Schultz said some adoption 
agencies are “opening to this idea 
more, but others are quite closed.” 
Mrs. Cullom said that “most of the 
agency officials I’ve talked to say 
they personally sympathize with us, 
but none will come out publicly in 
support of us.” 
Predictions are mixed as to how 
vigorously the state will fight the law­ 
suit and from what quarters will 
come the stiffest resistance — private 
or public agencies. 
But Donna Cullom believes open 
records will come, as it has already in 
three states. She points to sociological 
studies which confirm it as the better 
way and to the success it has had in 
other countries. She is already looking 
down the road to a time when adopted 
children might keep their original 
names and simply, add on their 
adopted names. 
“Let me be proud of my ancestry,” 
she asks.

Irritated you because she hurt your 
feelings? he was asked. 
“No,” said Carter, “irritated me be­ 
cause it turned out she was right.”

New hope for asthma sufferers lies in control

Asthma is the respiratory ailment 
that makes life a 24-hour day of mis­ 
ery for nine million people in the na­ 
tion. 
Doctors who treat it don’t use the 
word cure. They talk of new hope with 
the word control. 
Two physicians, still in their 30s and 
specializing in the disease, and one of 
their “prize” patients dropped in the 
UPI office to talk about progress in 
recent years and new avenues of 
treatment. They have been holding 
symposiums for other physicians. 
The doctors were Sheldon Laurence 
Spector, 36, a Detroit native, and 


Fred Leffert, 34, born in Brooklyn, 
both on the staff of the National Jew­ 
ish Hospital and Research Center, 
Denver, Colo. 
THE HOSPITAL specializes in re­ 
search and treatment, and as a na­ 
tional center for chronic respiratory 
diseases including asthma, severe al­ 
lergies, tuberculosis and immunolo­ 
gical disorders. It admits patients 
from all over the nation, some from 
abroad, without regard of faith, age 
or ability to pay. 
With the doctors was Sister Mary 
Romauld, born in Ludlow, Mass., who 
began her career as a teacher with 
the Felician Sisters. She developed 
severe asthma in the 1960s but re­ 


called “from age five I wheezed.” 
Her attacks grew so severe that she 
was told in 1966 she no longer could 
teach. 
Her massive doctor “hunt” ended 
when she read about National Jewish 
Hospital in a Catholic newspaper. 
Sister Mary was admitted, given an 
intensive diagnostic workup, and me­ 
dication to control the disease-allergy 
shots plus steroids. She spent two 
years at the hospital, was on one of 
the medications for five years, on an­ 
other for IO, but went back to school, 
this time as a student. 
SHE EARNED HER master’s de­ 
gree in social work and now is a med­ 
ical social worker at St. Joseph’s Hos­ 


pital, in Bangor, Maine. 
For two years now, she has been off 
medication entirely — “desensitized,” 
she said, and breathing freely. The 
Bangor climate agrees with her.

Dry flowers simple way 


Dear Dorothy: 
While many dry 
flowers the way you describe, I went 
to a class for drying flowers which 
recommended two drying methods 
which are quite simple, if you want an 
arrangement for the winter months. 
In the first method, you spread a mix­ 
ture of half borax with half sand or 
cornmeal in the bottom of a shallow 
cardboard box. The flowers are put 
face down on this then covered vfrftl 
an inch of the same mixture. 
This works fine for larkspur, delphi­ 
nium, 
Queen 
Anne’s 
lace, 
Shasta 
daisy, pansy, zinnia and marigold. It 
takes a week for the flowers to dry. 
The second was the hot sand treat­ 
ment. You sift dry, fine sand over the 
bottom of a box, put the flower heads 
down on the sand and cover with 
about two more inches of sand. Then 
the box is put in the brightest, hottest 
spot of sun you can find. Small zin­ 
nias, marigolds and pansies do well 
with this. With any of the flowers, the 
foliage has to be stripped from the 
stems. — Mrs. G. H. Embree

Ag a in, ev en tho ug h the wa rra nty 
co v ers the defect, the defect ma y 
ca use the pro duct o wner to incur o th-

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er ex penses which co uld well o utstrip 
the repa ir biU. The wa rra nty then be­ 
co mes a frustra ting limita tio n o f the 
ma nufa cturer’s o blig a tio ns — a n es­ 
ca pe ha tch. 
So me situa tio ns such a s this m i^ 
be co v ered by the la w’s pro v isio n o n 
da ma g es resulting fro m pro duct fa il­ 
ure. But ma nufa cturers wo uld be 
a llo wed to ex clude themselv es fro m 
respo nsibility a s lo ng a s they clea rly 
sta te it o n the wa rra nty .

buyer is problem-free 


The Federal Trade Commission 
hearings on the new Consumer Prod­ 
uct Warranties Act had been droning 
on monotonously with a lot of theo­ 
retical speculation about how this or 
that rule might work, or what modi­ 
fication might be better. 


And several industry representa­ 
tives had presented their equally 
monotonous protests about how unfair 
a n d 
burdensome the 
regulations 
would be and how swell they are al­ 
ready doing by consumers. 
But the atmosphere suddenly be­ 
came charged with realism when a 
consumer got up to testify about ac­ 
tual warranty experiences. 
The man had bought a new car 
from an Arlington Heights Chrysler 
dealer. It leaked water through the 
air vents and windshield. But after 
eight return visits to the dealer ser­ 
vice department and phone calls and 
letters to the manufacturer’s regional 
office and Detroit headquarters, the 
car still leaked and the man didti’t 
know what to do next. 


THE INCIDENT points up the first 
problem with warranties, and one 
which may well not be changed by the 
new law: Even though a defect is cov­ 
ered by the warranty and the owner 
doesn’t have to pay for repairs, if the 
authorized service department fails to 
correct the defect, the product owner 
is stuck with the aggravation and ex­ 
pense of repeated trips to the service 
facility and continuation of the defect. 


This problem could be remedied by 
a proposed rule limiting the number 
of times or the length of time a manu­ 
facturer may have to correct the de­ 
fect. After that, he would have to re­ 
place the product or refund the buy­ 
er’s money. This provision is being 
adamantly opposed by industry. In 
any event, it’s a sure bet no auto 
manufacturer is ever going to abide 
by a replacement or refund provision. 
The man’s testimony brought to 
mind another warranty-related prob­ 
lem reported to this office recently. A 
Schaumburg man bought a new car 
from a local Chevrolet dealer. Two 
months later while the man was on 
vacation, the car’s engine was irrepa­ 
rably damaged by a defect. 


WHILE THE warranty covered the 
defect, the man ended up with bills 
for towing, car rental to get his fami­ 
ly home, long distance phone calls — 
and, incredibly, the cost of a set of 
hub caps to replace the originals 
which were stolen from the car while 
it was on the dealer’s property being 
repaired. 
Again, even though the warranty 
covers the defect, the defect may 
cause the product owner to incur oth- 
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er expenses which could well outstrip 
the repair bill. The warranty then be­ 
comes a frustrating limitation of the 
manufacturer’s obligations — an es­ 
cape hatch. 
Some situations such as this might 
be covered by the law’s provision on 
damages resulting from product fail­ 
ure. But manufacturers would be 
allowed to exclude themselves from 
responsibility as long as they clearly 
state it on the warranty. 


ANOTHER PROPOSED rule would 
encourage manufacturers to set up in­ 
formal complaint settling operations 
and would require that if such a 
procedure exists, it must be disclosed 
on the warranty. This is another point 
industry is balking at. 
In the cases of the two consumers 
mentioned earlier, one followed in­ 
structions in his owner’s manual 
about who to contact with his com­ 
plaint and was ignored by those par­ 
ties. In the second case, there appar­ 
ently was no procedure outlined at all. 
The consumer made phone calls to 
the manufacturer on his own, to no 
avail. 
The National Automobile Dealers 
Association has, in fact, established a 
consumer complaint panel, but it 
apparently is not publicized in manu­ 
facturer’s warranty materials. In any 
event, it does not operate in Illinois 
due to local dealer opposition.

Flowers and plants are integrated 
into the Hawaiian lifestyle. I dis­ 
covered on my trip there last week 
for the American Horticultural Con­ 
gress. Perhaps it is the subtle effect 
of flowers that creates the tranquil, 
happy, romantic mood of the Islands! 
The Royal Hawaiian Hotel in Hono­ 
lulu was fragrant with gala plumeria 
bursts — (frangipani, as we call them 
on the mainland, blossoms out-of-wa­ 
ter and strung casually on coconut 
palm ribs.) 
Next door at the Sheraton-Waikiki 
Hotel, a master Hawaiian designer 
had constructed gigantic eight-foot- 
high floral arrangements featuring 
sugar cane, heliconias, proteas and 
other exotic lovelies for our delight. 
THOSE ATTENDING the congress 
were fortunate in having the Garden 
Club of Honolulu open several of its 
members’ home grounds to us. When 
the bus took off for the garden tour 
without me, naturally I was crushed, 
until the club president, Mrs. Robert 
(Patsy) Wilson, chanced by, offering 
to drive and catch up with the group 
at the first garden stop. 
On the way, Mrs. Wilson told us (as 
had others) about the high cost of 
home ownership in Hawaii. Many of 
the people merely lease the land on 
which their homes are built.
